A IDS activist Michael Petrelis and 
ACT UP/SF AIDS dissident 
David Pasquarelli each pleaded 
no contest to misdemeanor charges 
before visiting Judge Raymond Arata 
in San Francis¬ 
co Superior 
Court July 30 
and have ac¬ 
cepted three 
years’ proba¬ 
tion and exten¬ 
sive stay-away 
orders in con¬ 
nection with a 
series of ha¬ 
rassing and 
threatening 
phone calls the pair allegedly made to 
city public health officials, HIV re¬ 
searchers, and members of the media 
nearly two years ago. 

In addition to the probation and 
stay-away orders, both men were or¬ 
dered to participate in mental health 
counseling, which they have been 
doing, their attorneys said, and have 
issued apologies to their victims. 
Mark Vermeulen, Pasquarelli’s attor¬ 
ney, declined to 
comment on 
the apology. 

“They have 
apologized to 
people. That is a 
private matter,” 
Vermeulen told 
the Bay Area 
Reporter on 
Monday, Au¬ 
gust 4. He said 
he could not 
comment on whether the apologies 
were made in writing or issued ver¬ 
bally. 

Assistant District Attorney Mi- 
chon Martin hailed the plea-bargain, 
saying that the case against the men 
would not have resulted in state 
prison time had it gone to trial and 
had Petrelis and Pasquarelli been 
found guilty. 

“The beauty of this is they stood in 
court and admitted wrongdoing,” 
Martin said in a phone interview Fri¬ 
day, August 1. “Our goal was to get 
them away from the victims.” 

Both men also spent 72 days in 
county jail following their arrest in 
November 2001 before being released 
on bail. 

The plea-bargain includes a stan¬ 
dard condition that if they violate the 
probation terms within one year, they 
could go to jail. 

The district attorney’s office had 
been meeting with Petrelis and 
Pasquarelli for several months in an

P roud srfoiles and cheers of excitement 
filled the San Francisco LGBT Commu¬ 
nity Center on Monday, August 4, as As¬ 
semblyman Mark Leno (D-San Francis¬ 
co) and a host of elected officials and com¬ 
munity leaders gathered to celebrate the for¬ 
mal passage of Leno’s AB196, the first major 
piece of LGBT legislation to be signed into 
law this session. 

The historic law codifies the definition of 
gender within the Fair Employment and 
Housing Act to include nondiscrimination 
protections on the basis of real or perceived 


gender identity. 

FEHA - like the state education code, as 
well as the hate crimes law - will now be 
amended to protect a person who is “treated 
unfairly because the individual looks or acts 
differently from that which is traditionally as¬ 
sociated with one’s gender at birth,” accord¬ 
ing to Leno. California is now the fourth state 
to outlaw discrimination against transgen¬ 
ders, although protections will extend to any¬ 
one deemed gender variant or nonconform¬ 
ing. New Mexico, Rhode Island, and Min¬ 
nesota have all passed similar statewide laws. 


Surprising many, Governor Gray Davis 
signed the bill on Saturday, August 2, despite 
facing a tough recall election that has pitted 
him against religious conservatives who are 
likely to use the law to add fuel to their fire. 
The bill passed the state Senate with a vote of 
23-11 on July 24 and passed the Assembly 
with a vote of 42-34 on April 21. 

At Monday’s press conference, speakers 
praised the governor and AB196’s supporters 
for providing leadership on the issue within 
an increasingly conservative political climate.

Davis urged to reaffirm support for same- 
sex couples in wake of Vatican decree

G ay rights activists are calling 
on Governor Gray Davis, Cal¬ 
ifornia’s highest-ranking 
Catholic officeholder, to reaffirm 
his support for same-sex couples 
after the Vatican last month called 
upon Catholic politicians to op¬ 
pose not only gay marriage but 
civil unions and domestic partner¬ 
ships. 

In a 12-page document issued 
July 30 by the Catholic Congrega¬ 
tion for the Doctrine of the Faith, 
the church stated that the 
“Catholic lawmaker has a moral 
duty to express his opposition [to 
gay marriage] clearly and publicly 
and to vote against it. To vote in favor of a law 
so harmful to the common good is gravely 
immoral.” 

The document went on to state that, 
“There are absolutely no grounds for consid¬ 
ering homosexual unions to be in any way 
similar or even remotely analogous to God’s 
plan for marriage and family.” 

Along with opposing gay marriage, the 
document instructs Catholic politicians to 
oppose any laws or measures that would 


equate same-sex couples with married cou¬ 
ples. 

“Legal recognition of homosexual unions 
or placing them on the same level as marriage 
would mean not only the approval of deviant 
behavior, with the consequence of making it 
a model in present-day society, but would 
also obscure basic values which belong to the 
common inheritance of humanity,” states the 
document. 

The Catholic Church’s position paper 


came one day after President Bush an¬ 
nounced he also opposes gay marriage and 
signaled that his administration is looking at 
legal strategies to ensure marriage in Ameri¬

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Final lawsuit against

everal days of discouraging

%fr eluding the pope’s remarks 
against same-sex marriage, and 
President Bush’s statement the he 
planned to pursue legal avenues to 
codify marriage as between a man 
and a woman - were countered 
with a significant ruling in San 
Francisco, which could have a rip¬ 
ple effect nationwide. 

On Tuesday, July 29, the 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals re¬ 
jected the final legal appeal chal¬ 
lenging San Francisco’s equal ben¬ 
efits ordinance, the historic 1996 
amendment to the city’s adminis¬ 
trative code that requires compa¬ 
nies doing business with the city to 
provide domestic partners with the 
same benefits as married couples. 

A 3-0 ruling found that San 
Francisco’s ordinance did not con¬ 
flict with California’s Family Code, 
as alleged by plaintiff S.D. Myers. 
The company, an Ohio-based elec¬ 
trical firm that refused to abide by 
city law on fundamentalist reli¬ 
gious grounds, said the law pre¬ 
vented it from obtaining contracts 
in San Francisco. This lawsuit was 
hacked by evangelist Pat Robert¬ 
son and was argued by California 
Advocates for Faith and Freedom. 

“This is the last nail in the cof¬ 
fin of the religious right’s chal¬ 
lenge to San Francisco’s ground¬ 
breaking equal benefits ordi¬ 


nance,” said Chief Deputy City At¬ 
torney Therese Stewart after last 
week’s victory. Stewart argued the 
city’s case before the federal ap¬ 
peals court in San Francisco last 
December. “San Francisco’s mea¬ 
sure has had a huge ripple effect 
nationally by encouraging large 
corporations and health insurance 
companies to provide benefits for 
domestic partners.” 

San Francisco’s law prompted 
numerous cities, states, and cor¬ 
porations to enact similar legisla¬ 
tion or policies, and it is often 
credited with the number of do¬ 
mestic partner policies that exist 
in the country today. At the time 
of the law’s enactment in 1997, 
roughly 200 companies provided 
domestic partner benefits nation¬ 
wide. Today, the number stands at 
nearly 6,000 companies, of which 
4,000 - roughly two-thirds - do 
business with the City and Coun¬ 
ty of San Francisco. 

But from the start, San Francis¬ 
co’s domestic partnership law was 
challenged, most notably by the 
airline industry. The Air Transport 
Association, which represents 95 
percent of the country’s passenger 
air carriers, sued on the grounds 
that the law violated the federal 
Airline Deregulation Act. That 
lawsuit sparked a gay boycott of 
United Airlines, a named plaintiff, 
and although a 1999 court ruling 
prompted the company to start of¬ 
fering benefits, ATA continued 
with its suit until the 9th Circuit 


handed down a defeat in 2001. 

Soon after the airlines filed 
their lawsuit, S.D. Myers sued on 
the grounds that the domestic 
partner law conflicted with Cali¬ 
fornia state law, but last week’s 
ruling puts an end to such legal 
challenges. 

“It has been a long legal battle 
against a highly motivated, well- 
funded legal foe, and enormous 
congratulations are due to Chief 
Deputy City Attorney Therese 
Stewart and former Deputy City 
Attorney Dennis Aftergut for their 
extraordinary skill, dedication and 
hard work,” said a statement from 
City Attorney Dennis Herrera. 
“It’s important to recognize, too, 
the debt we owe to activists like 
Jeff Sheehy, Geoff Kors and our 
own city attorney investigator, 
Carol Stuart, whose leadership 
and vision in authoring the mea¬ 
sure back in 1996 would make so 
enormous a difference for the 
cause of equality in municipal 
laws and corporate benefit pack¬ 
ages nationwide.” 

Kors, an original co-author of 
the measure and now executive 
director of Equality California, 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
San Francisco’s victory would be 
helpful in securing the passage of 
AB17, the pending equal benefits 
law at the state level. 

“The decision clarifies that 
every legal argument that’s been 
thrown at the law has been reject¬ 
ed by the courts,” said Kors. ▼ 
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Episcopalians confirm 
first openly gay bishop

f he Episcopal Church con¬ 
firmed openly gay Reverend 
* Canon V. Gene Robinson as 
bishop of New Hampshire on 
Tuesday, August 5 at its 74th Gen¬ 
eral Convention in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota. 

The Episcopal House of Bish¬ 
ops confirmed Robinson, elected 
by the New Hampshire Diocese in 
June, as the denomination’s first 
openly gay bishop. The vote was 
62-43 with two abstentions. 
Robinson, 56, is a divorced father 
of two and has been living with 
his partner, Mark Andrew, for 13 
years. 

Robinson was cleared of an 
11th hour accusation of impro¬ 
priety in an e-mail sent to bishops 
Sunday night. The discredited ac¬ 
cusations delayed the bishops’ 
vote for a day. 

The confirmation process, re¬ 
ported widely as having the po¬ 
tential to prompt a schism in the 
Anglican community, under¬ 
scored Robinson’s support in the 
national Episcopal community 
and an outspoken desire for unity 
in the church. 

“I have seen happen what I 
never would have dreamed. The 
church has embraced the love that 
dare not speak its name and taken 
it to its heart,” San Francisco resi¬ 
dent Otis Charles, 77, the first 
openly gay bishop of a Christian 
denomination, said by phone 
from Minneapolis. 

Elected bishop of Utah in 
1971, Charles then became presi¬ 
dent of Episcopal Divinity School 
in Cambridge, Massachusetts in 
1986. In 1993 he came out as an 
openly gay man, instantly testing 
the official policy of the Episcopal 
Church that permits the ordina¬ 
tion of openly gay men and 
women. 

Charles, who still retains his 
voting seat in the 300-plus mem¬ 
ber House of Bishops, said Robin¬ 
son’s election is as significant as 
the 1988 election of a woman to 
serve as an Episcopal bishop. 

“This is a wonderful new day,” 
said Charles, who is now retired 
and lives in the Castro. “It’s been a

long path since Stonewall, but we 
dream dreams and we have seen 
those dreams come true. 

“We have always said there are 
no outcasts in Episcopal Church. 
This makes that vision a reality, 
that we now have a gay man living 
in a committed relationship with 
his partner brought into the high¬ 
est office of the church. It is an 
end of secrecy and puts shame to 
light.” 

“This is a triumph for gay and 
lesbian rights,” said the Reverend 
Robert Warren Cromey, 72, the 
retired rector of San Francisco’s 
Trinity Episcopal Church, and a 
supporter of gay rights since the 
1960s. “It’s been a long slow strug¬ 
gle and a lot of it still has to be 
done.” 

Cromey, who is straight, is the 
author of In God’s Image: Christ¬ 
ian Witness to the Need for Gay 
and Lesbian Equality in the Eyes of 
the Church. He said the election of 


Robinson will have a ripple effect 
on other religions that have been 
moving toward adopting more ac¬ 
cepting policies for gays and les¬ 
bians. 

“I think it will have an impact 
on the Presbyterians, Lutherans, 
and Methodists. They have all 
been dealing with gay rights in 
the same way as the Episcopal 
Church and have always been 
afraid to make very positive state¬ 
ments. But every year they grow 
more supportive of gay and les¬ 
bian rights.” 

The Episcopal bishops’ vote in 
support of Robinson is in sharp 
contrast to leaders of the Catholic 
Church, who last week issued a 
document opposing gay rights 
and calling on Catholic politicians 
to block passage of laws that 
would grant rights to same-sex 
couples. 

“I am excited and thrilled at 
the action of the House of Bish¬ 
ops today,” said the Reverend 
Susan Russell, executive director 
of Claiming the Blessing, a part¬ 
nership of leading Episcopal 
LGBT organizations. “As difficult 
as these last couple of days have 
been, I am gratified to be part of 
a church that is willing to work 
together through hard times. 
This is a prophetic step forward 
taken by the Episcopal Church on 
behalf of GLBT people and the 
Gospel.” 

Russell added, “I believed all 
along that Gene was an extraordi¬ 
narily good choice to be the next 
bishop of New Hampshire and 
feel that the General Convention 
has now said ‘Amen’ to what the 
Holy Spirit said to the people of

V oters on all sides of the re¬ 
call effort against Governor 
Gray Davis have an added 
incentive to go to the polls on Oc¬ 
tober 7: Proposition 54, the so- 
called Racial Privacy Initiative, 
which goes far beyond prohibiting 
racial preferences and instead 
bans public agencies from collect¬ 
ing any type of racial data. 

Proposition 54’s sponsor is 
Ward Connerly, himself a person 
of color, and past champion of 
California Proposition 209, which 
ended affirmative action in the 
state. Connerly has said that 
Proposition 54’s goal is to end 
racism. But with his close ties to 
former Governor Pete Wilson, 
and his Republican Party mem¬ 
bership, most progressives and 
liberals are concerned, and Con¬ 
nerly, a University of California 
regent, has found himself at odds 
with a long list of labor, health, 
and civil rights groups and repre¬ 
sentatives. 

In San Francisco, these repre¬ 
sentatives come from LGBT orga¬ 
nizations and a variety of city 
agencies - including the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health - who cau¬ 
tion that Proposition 54 puts nu¬ 
merous programs, advocacy, and 
outreach efforts in jeopardy.

“Yes, there are times when 
racial information could be mis¬ 
used, but this measure is a con¬ 
cern,” said Vincent Baduel, a Fil¬ 
ipino American and chair of the 
Gay Asian Pacific Alliance. GAPA 
has not taken a position on the 
measure, but Baduel feels that 
“there are times when you need 
that information, in order to gain 
what is rightfully yours.” 

That includes access to race or 
culture specific services, said 
Robert Haaland, president of the 
Harvey Milk LGBT Democratic 
Club, which along with the Alice B. 
Toklas LGBT Democratic Club, 
has officially opposed the measure. 

“Proposition 54 dramatically 
affects the ability to track prob¬ 
lems, whether it be health prob¬ 
lems, or one group of folks not ac¬ 
cessing services, which could be 
fixable through targeted out¬ 
reach,” said Haaland. “How would 
you know that HIV rates are ris¬ 
ing in the African American com¬ 
munity, for instance, if you can’t 
track the data?” 

Concerns like these are moti¬ 
vating San Francisco’s DPH to 
urge the Health Commission at its 
meeting on August 19 to join an 
expected Board of Supervisors 
position in opposition to Propo¬ 
sition 54. 


“We have five major areas 
we’ve identified where Proposi¬ 
tion 54 will impact us,” said 
Colleen Johnson, assistant direc¬ 
tor of policy and planning at 
DPH. 

These five areas, she said, in¬ 
clude the ability to evaluate the 
health needs of diverse communi¬ 
ties, because “not being able to 
gather information doesn’t allow 
us to create or improve programs 
where the needs are.” 

Another area of concern is the 
ability to access funding through 
competitive grants; “If we’re ap¬ 
plying for funding and need to 
specify a target population, some¬ 
times there’s a race factor. So Cal¬ 
ifornia will be less competitive 
when it comes to securing grants.” 

The third area of concern is 
how to conduct effective pro¬ 
gramming and how to plan for fu¬ 
ture programs. 

And within DPH, a lack of 
racial data would prohibit the 
agency from ensuring that its con¬ 
tractors are fulfilling cultural 
competency requirements, and 
would also not allow DPH to 
track its own hiring practices. 

“The information is relevant 
for hiring for certain services,” 
said Johnson, “especially when it 
comes to peer to peer outreach 
kinds of positions.” 

The serious impact of Proposi¬ 
tion 54 must not be ignored, ac¬ 
cording to its opponents, and it 
makes going to the polls all the 
more important in October, re¬ 
gardless of a voter’s opinion on 
Davis’s recall. 

“It’s fair to say many liberals 
and progressives are somewhat 
ambivalent about the recall race,” 
said Haaland. “But we really have 
to push ourselves to go to the 
polls.” T

he California Supreme 
§ Court on Monday, August 4 
upheld thousands of adop¬ 
tions by gay and lesbian couples, 
ruling that second-parent adop¬ 
tions are valid. 

By a resounding 6-1 decision, 
the justices reversed a decision by 
the California Court of Appeal is¬ 
sued in October 2001 that created 
shock waves throughout the 
country by holding that the Cali¬ 
fornia adoption statutes do not 
permit second-parent adoptions. 

Justice Janice Rogers Brown, 
who President Bush recently 
nominated to a seat on the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the D.C. Cir¬ 
cuit, was the only dissenting 
judge. She said that second-parent 
adoptions should be reserved for 
couples who are in a legal rela¬ 
tionship. 

Gay rights leaders hailed the 
court’s decision, saying it was a 
strong affirmation of the princi¬ 
ples that gays and lesbians are fit 
to be parents. 

“By affirming second-parent 
adoption, the California Supreme 
Court remedied a terrible lower 
court decision that had jeopar¬ 
dized the security of thousands of 
children with same-sex parents,” 


said Kate Kendell, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights. “This decision en¬ 
sures that California law strength¬ 
ens, rather than destroys, family 
bonds.” 

“This ruling allows thousands 
of parents to breathe a collective 
sigh of relief,” said Aimee Gelnaw, 
executive director of the national 
Family Pride Coalition. “We com¬ 
mend the justices in this case, who 
ruled for fairness and equality and 
set an example for other states to 
follow. Their decision will benefit 
countless thousands of California 
children who will have the securi¬ 
ty and protections their parents 
intended.” 

Writing for the majority, Jus¬ 
tice Kathryn Mickle Werdegar 
held that “second-parent adop¬ 
tions offer the possibility of ob¬ 
taining the security and advan¬ 
tages of two parents for some of 
California’s neediest children.” 

Werdegar also stressed the im¬ 
portance of providing legal pro¬ 
tections and stability for children 
born to same-sex and other un¬ 
married couples: “Unmarried 
couples who have brought a child 
into the world with the expecta¬ 
tion that they will raise it together, 
and who have jointly petitioned 
for adoption, should be on notice 
that if they separate the same rules

concerning custody and visitation 
as apply to all other parents will 
apply to them.” 

Monday’s decision involved a 
San Diego couple, Annette 
Friskopp and Sharon Silverstein, 
who broke up after being together 
11 years. Silverstein said that over 
the course of her relationship with 
Friskopp, she gave birth to two 
boys and stayed home to raise 
them. The eldest boy was born in 
1996 and Friskopp petitioned to 
adopt him. Silverstein then gave 
birth to her second son in June 
1999 and it was the second-parent 
adoption involving the younger 
son that was contested when Sil¬ 
verstein sought to withdraw her 
consent. 

In October 2001, the San 
Diego appellate court ruled 2-1 in 
Sharon S. v. Superior Court that 
California law does not authorize 
second-parent adoptions. It was 
that decision that Monday’s 
Supreme Court ruling over¬ 
turned. 

In California, thousands of 
second-parent adoptions have 
been granted since 1984, when 
the concept was first originated 
by attorneys from NCLR. Califor¬ 
nia is now the ninth jurisdiction 
in which an appellate court has 
approved second-parent adop¬ 
tions. Other states include the 
District of Columbia, Illinois, In¬ 
diana, Massachusetts, New Jersey, 
New York, Pennsylvania, and Ver¬ 
mont. T 
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Robinson’s resounding victory 


W hen the news arrived Monday that 
the final vote on Bishop-elect Gene 
Robinson at the Episcopal Church 
USA’s general conference had been abrupt¬ 
ly postponed because of allegations of inap¬ 
propriate touching and an alleged porn link 
on a Web site for queer youth, immediately, 
we suspected a smear campaign. While the 
man, David Lewis of Vermont, who lodged 
the “touching” complaint has since said he 
regrets using the word “harassment” in his 
e-mail to Episcopal bishops meeting in 
Minneapolis, we wonder why he had waited 
until the 11th hour. 

Robinson, of course, was confirmed as 
the bishop of the New Hampshire Diocese 
Tuesday evening. The investigation launched 
by the bishops was quick, the allegations 
were dismissed, and Robinson was cleared of 
the accusations. But the mainstream media 
and those opposed to Robinson’s confirma¬ 
tion had a field day for several hours, leading 
to speculation as to whether Robinson 
would withdraw his name from considera¬ 
tion. To his credit, Robinson stood firm and 
withstood the onslaught of blatant homo¬ 
phobia. Lewis’s claim of “inappropriate 
touching” turned out to be nothing more 
than Robinson touching him on the arm 
and upper back during a public church 
function; there was nothing sexual about it, 
as Lewis himself admitted. Yet some media 
outlets characterized it as sexual in nature. 
The Web site claim was even more ludicrous 
and turned out to be moot because Robin¬ 
son’s involvement with the Concord Out¬ 
right youth support group ended four years 
ago - before creation of the Web site in 2002. 

Robinson’s supporters staunchly defend¬ 
ed him, calling the last-minute accusations 
“character assassination” and “a desperate 
delaying tactic.” 

Unfortunately, to most of us in the com¬ 
munity, the accusations were not surprising. 
Disgusting, yes; but surprising, no. 

Throughout the convention, and especial¬ 
ly after Monday’s circus, Robinson remained 
calm, and steadfast that his election as bish¬ 
op was a sign that “all God’s children” be wel¬ 
comed by the Episcopal Church. We hope so. 
Opponents’ claims that the church will be 
harmed seem groundless to us. These are re¬ 


ligious leaders after all, who are supposed to 
preach about God’s love, not their hateful ho¬ 
mophobic rants. The Reverend Donald Arm¬ 
strong told the New York Times that, “What’s 
happened here is that the church is trying to 
bless and normalize something that is 
a disorder.” Sorry, reverend, homo¬ 
sexuality is not a disorder, but 
your homophobia is. , 

Comments like Armstrong’s 
are on par with the Vatican’s shrill 
call last week to Catholic lawmakers 
to reject same-sex unions, whether they 
be gay marriage, civil unions, or domes¬ 
tic partnerships. The Vatican 
played upon some heterosexu¬ 
als’ fears about gays and chil¬ 
dren by equating gay adoption 
to violence. And most of the media played 
right along, by failing to interview gay 
Catholics or gay family advocates about how 
preposterous that claim is. 

In this country, we have the principle of 
the separation of church and state, and it’s a 
good thing that we do. This week the Cali¬ 


fornia Supreme Court struck down a lower 
court ruling against second-parent adop¬ 
tions, which are often used by same-sex cou¬ 
ples. The ruling means thousands of second- 
parent adoptions will stand. Similarly, Gov¬ 
ernor Gray Davis, who is Catholic, on Satur¬ 
day signed Assemblyman Mark Leno’s 
AB196, which codifies the definition of 
gender within the Fair Employment 
and Housing Act to include nondis¬ 
crimination protections on the basis of 
real or perceived gender identity. 

So far, this summer has been a 
topsy-turvy one for gays. The U.S. 
Supreme Court struck down 
sodomy laws. Pat Robertson 
prayed three justices would re¬ 
tire. President Bush said he’s 
against gay marriage. The Vatican called on 
lawmakers to vote against bills that would 
give equal rights to gays. The Episcopal 
Church voted to confirm an openly gay man 
as bishop. Stay tuned. We still await gay 
marriage cases in Massachusetts and New 
Jersey. ▼ 




Birth of the Queer Eye

I n the work-identity shoppe that is Queer 
Eye for the Straight Guy , which one are 
you: the hairdresser, the interior design¬ 
er, the couturier, the epicure, or the etiquet- 
teer? Sorry, mechanic isn’t an option. 

Of course you can do anything you can 
get paid to do. The gay gene won’t stop you 
from being a mechanic (grease in the right 
light is stunning). Yet in my experience 
working with gay men on career issues, 
there is a good chance that many of you are 
employed by the beauty, fashion, redecorat¬ 
ing, improving, making pretty, entertaining 
industry or the teaching, preaching, coun¬ 
seling, social-problem-fixing institution. 
What does this mean? 

Yes, the gay designer is a stereotype. But 
don’t be afraid, stereotypes are just the shad¬ 
ow that our difference casts. It’s the creation 
stories we have to watch out for. In the pop¬ 
ular mind, gay men come from crossed 
wiring, which to the same mind explains 
both why gay men take it up the butt and 
work in nelly occupations - like designing. 
Not very sophisticated, but this is what hap¬ 
pens when you let them unconsciously de¬ 
cide what your story is. 

Let’s see if we can come up with something 
a little more imaginative, active, bold. Some¬ 
thing a little more ... gay. How about this: 

At some point in your gay childhood you 
discover that boys turn you on sexually and 
girls don’t. This simple difference in the ob¬ 
ject of your desire will have a huge impact on 
your experience of childhood: how you be¬ 
have and what you’re good at. Since your love 
objects are other boys and you live in a soci¬ 
ety where anal virginity is at the core of gen¬ 
der identity, you will have to be very careful 


about how you pursue him. You will have to 
set the scene very carefully and look very 
closely for signs that it’s okay to reveal your 
desire. You will need to keep the upper hand, 
so love object doesn’t find out until you’re 
ready for him to know. It’s a lot of work pur¬ 
suing boys when you’re a boy. There’s always 
the risk of being caught and humiliated. 
When you’re in high school, this might seem 
like a curse, but while you’re carefully ob¬ 
serving and setting the scene to get love ob¬ 
ject, you are also growing a unique set of 
skills - the queer eye. You can observe 
(people and things) and set the scene 
much better than straight boys. 

You also communicate better. 

You become expert at concealing 
and using innuendo. You can speak 
on many different levels. Again, be¬ 
cause you have to. Every gay boy 
grows up a distinct mi¬ 
nority - often feeling like 
the only one, and (repeat 
after me) there’s always 
the risk of being caught and humiliated. 
Your tongue keeps you safe long enough for 
your pen to take out the whole team. As you 
mature you use these skills in school, at the 
company, on the team, with the unit, etc. You 
do it differently than straight boys and, on 
average, better. Remember the gay guy who 
won Survivor ? 

When you come out, you begin the chal¬ 
lenging process of integrating your ad¬ 
vanced social skills, gay experiences, and 
often eccentric interests into the world of 
work. This can be difficult because the wide 
world of work is set up for the benefit of tra¬ 
ditional families. You will probably migrate 
to a bigger city or to the gay part of town, 
where the other gay men are - with their 
very similar set of skills and interests. The 


competition will be fierce, but it will make 
you better. And at least you’re not alone any¬ 
more. Don’t worry, if you run out of people 
in the community, there are plenty of 
straight people who need your experience. 

If you’re gay and work well with people, 
you will likely enjoy employment that relies 
on your keen observation and manipulation 
skills: counseling, preaching, teaching, 
coaching, prostitution, social work, adver¬ 
tising, journalism, etc. If you’re gay and 
work well with objects, you will likely enjoy 
employment that relies on your ability to 
manipulate and set the scene: hairdressing, 
interior design, art, fashion, architecture, 
gardening, set design, art direc- 
tion, porn production, etc. 

From observation comes 
beauty. From communication 
comes harmony. These are the 
values underlying gay 
identity. And using them 
we have a tremendous im¬ 
pact on the broader soci¬ 
ety. Although it’s fun to see some of our con¬ 
tributions celebrated by TV programs like 
Queer Eye , this is just the hem of the dress. We 
do this and much more. From the gay kinder¬ 
garten teacher, who spellbinds with fairy tales, 
to the gay cop, who successfully calms down 
both parties, to the gay minister, who helps 
them access peace and transcendence, gay 
men have devoted ourselves to making every¬ 
one’s world a little more beautiful and a little 
more harmonious. ▼

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In defense of Hank Wilson 

No good deed in the gay world goes unpunished. 
Richard Gipson once again confirmed that old saw in 
his attack on Hank Wilson, for Wilson’s work to ex¬ 
pose and control the dangers of poppers (“Against 
poppers crusader,” Letters, July 31). 

The excitable Gipson makes the following charges 
against Hank Wilson, all false: That Wilson wants to 
bring the feds into our bedrooms. That he views peo¬ 
ple who use poppers as bad. That he’s like Jerry Fal- 
well. That he has a fascist perspective. That he’s plan¬ 
ning some political move for himself. That he’s ho¬ 
mophobic. That he’s narcissistic. 

What rubbish! Hank Wilson has never called for 
any penalties whatever against the people who use 
poppers, or impugned their character. To the con¬ 
trary, he has focused on controlling the pushers and 
on enforcing basic truth-in-advertising laws and con¬ 
sumer protection laws. 

Also, Wilson has selflessly devoted himself for 
nearly three decades to gay rights issues. He has 
leafleted, protested, and demonstrated time and again, 
and repeatedly been arrested in actions of peaceful 
civil disobedience. 

This record has all sprung from Wilson’s vibrant 
sense of gay pride and his love of the gay 
community. He has never profited person¬ 
ally from his gay activism. To the contrary, 
he has made great personal sacrifices on 
behalf of us all. 

As to poppers themselves, Richard Gip¬ 
son forgot to mention some things. 

Years of medical research have estab¬ 
lished the following facts: Even just the 
occasional use of poppers suppresses the 
immune system and deforms blood cells. Ongoing use 
of poppers has been associated with various kinds of 
cancer, Kaposi’s sarcoma in particular (the nasty pur¬ 
ple lesions that people with AIDS can get), cardiac ar¬ 
rest, and significantly higher transmission rates for 
HIV. 

In the 19th century, many business owners claimed 
they had the right to sell any products whatever, with¬ 
out any regard for their impact on the public, or any 
regard for truth in advertising. That system was 
known as laissez-faire capitalism. It had a devastating 
impact on the public’s well-being. 

Today we know better. Business owners now have 
to be up front about the ingredients of their products. 
They may not use false advertising. Products that are 
consumed must be properly tested for their effects. 
Products that are threats to the public health are reg¬ 
ulated or outlawed. All of us have gained from these 
consumer-protection measures. 

Richard Gipson would do well to come into the 
21st century. He would also do well to stop defaming 
a hero of the gay community.

his is a time for joy. 

| On July 28, Pennsylvania’s 
m governor signed an executive 
order that protects 80,000 state 
employees. By a stroke of his pen, 
he banned discrimination based 
on gender identity or expression. It 
is, perhaps, a precursor to an even¬ 
tual extension of antidiscrimina¬ 
tion protections throughout the 
state of Pennsylvania. 

This is the second statewide 
win for the Keystone State in less 
than a year, with hate crime pro¬ 
tections being extended to gays, 
lesbians, and bisexuals last No¬ 
vember. Several other locations 
throughout the state have full an¬ 
tidiscrimination protections on 
the books. 

No sooner had the ink dried 
on Governor Ed Rendell’s execu¬ 
tive order than across the country, 
the San Diego City Council unan¬ 
imously passed its own protec¬ 
tions, adding gender identi¬ 
ty to the city’s human dig¬ 
nity ordinance. The HDO 
goes much further than 
Pennsylvania’s executive 
order, covering employ¬ 
ment, housing, 
city services, 
business estab¬ 
lishments, and 
educational institutions. 

Less than a week after the dual 
victories in Pennsylvania and San 
Diego, the entire state of Califor¬ 
nia got into the act. 

Assembly Bill 196, which has 
been wending its way through the 
California Assembly and state 
Senate since January, was signed 
by Governor Gray Davis on Satur¬ 
day, August 2, making California 
the fourth state of the union - and 
the largest so far - to pass a 
statewide antidiscrimination bill. 
It’s actually a very simple piece of 
legislation, expanding existing 
code on sexual discrimination and 
harassment by including gender - 
as defined to include gender iden¬ 
tity - in the definition of sex. 

I personally had reservations 
that Davis would sign this legisla¬ 
tion, given his history of antago¬ 
nism toward transgender-related 
bills, as well as his current recall 
battle. 

There are now more than 60 
locations in the country that are 
providing antidiscrimination pro¬ 
tections, including four states with 
complete protections, two other 
states that have protections for 
state employees, and four addi¬ 
tional states - Connecticut, Mass¬ 
achusetts, New Jersey, and New 
York - that have interpreted their 
sex-discrimination laws as being 



inclusive of 
transgender 
identities. 

Every time I 
hear about one 
of these bills 
actually pass¬ 
ing, I can’t help 
but be happy. 

Taking all three 
of these togeth¬ 
er, I find myself 
positively 
giddy. Each of 
these have their 
share of sur¬ 
prises. 

San Diego is 
a fairly conser¬ 
vative location, 
sitting to the 
south of Or¬ 
ange County, California’s Repub¬ 
lican stronghold. The activists 
who pushed for this law did their 
best to keep this fight quiet, and 
asked for as little publicity as pos¬ 
sible before the bill’s pas¬ 
sage. To hear of a unani¬ 
mous passage of such 
broad protections in San 
Diego is very surprising. 
Pennsylvania’s Rendell 
did not have to sign an ex¬ 
ecutive order to 
protect trans¬ 
gender employ¬ 
ees. In fact, he 
could have just waited for others 
in his state to work up a bill, let it 
make it up to his level, then signed 
it into law. It would have been a 
much slower process, to be sure, 
but it would have likely been more 
politically cautious for the gover¬ 
nor to take a slow route. 

The same could be said of 
Davis’s signing of AB196. He 
could have just as easily let it be¬ 
come law without his signature, 
by just letting the bill sit on his 
desk for a few weeks. Since he is 
facing what could be a difficult re¬ 
call election, I’m actually sur¬ 
prised he didn’t take this route. It 
could have been the “safest” route 
for him, as it would be the least 
likely to anger either the LGBT 
community or the religious right. 

Yet both of these governors - 
as well as the San Diego City 
Council - took a chance and 
signed an order or a bill that en¬ 
hances the rights of transgender 
and gender variant people in their 
respective states. They did it be¬ 
cause they realize that transgender 
people deserve to be treated fairly, 
and with the same respect and 
equality provided to all. 

I’ve long railed against the in¬ 
equalities that transgender people 
face in this society. We are still 
murdered at a staggering rate, 
with three murders since July 20. 



We face discrimination without 
recourse in vastly more locations 
than those in which we are pro¬ 
tected. We still also have no na¬ 
tional protections in either hate 
crimes or discrimination, and 
current attempts to gain those 
rights for gay, lesbian, and bisexu¬ 
al Americans still lack specific 
transgender protections. 

Indeed, there is still a lot of 
work to be done, and I encourage 
those who have won these three 
and other battles to share their 
skills with those in other place 
who are still fighting for protec¬ 
tions under the law. 

Yet these three wins show that 
we may well be turning a corner. 
City councils are making it clear 
that the rights of transgender peo¬ 
ple are necessary, while state law¬ 
makers at the highest levels are 
signing bills and executive orders 
in the name of fairness, and as a 
show of their convictions. 

For myself, these successes 
have a personal meaning. I know 
what it feels like to face discrimi¬ 
nation and know that there was 
simply nothing I could do about 
it. Because of that, I have pushed 
hard for the passage of AB196 in 
my home state, just as I did for 
two previous attempts to get Cal¬ 
ifornia to pass similar measures. 
I’ve also helped out with similar 
bills in other areas of the country. 

Today, I can tell you what it is 
like to wake up with more rights 
than you had the day before. To 
know that even if you do face dis¬ 
crimination that day, you do have 
some small ability to challenge it. 
To feel that your rights are equal, 
and that your dignity is protected. 

That is a feeling of joy. ▼

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Despite no clear leader, 
Demos see hope in polls

fter nearly seven months of 
intensive campaigning by 
nine Democratic candi¬ 
dates for the chance to oppose 
George W. Bush in November 
2004, the race for the party’s 
nomination appears to be every 
bit as unsettled as it was at the 
first of the year. 

Depending on which poll you 
read, former Vermont Governor 
Howard Dean, Massachusetts 
Senator John Kerry, Connecti¬ 
cut Senator Joseph Lieberman, 
and North Carolina Senator 
John Edwards seem to be some¬ 
where near the top of the Demo¬ 
cratic bunch, with Missouri Rep¬ 
resentative Richard Gephardt, 
who picked up the endorsement 
last week of the national Team¬ 
sters, also still in the mix. 

To be sure, the unexpected 
success of Dean, an insurgent, 
changes the dynamics of the 
Democratic race because it ap¬ 
pears that he will now appar¬ 
ently have the necessary cam¬ 
paign funds, thanks to a smart 
Internet drive, to at least com¬ 
pete with the other, better- 
known candidates like Kerry, 
Lieberman, and Edwards. Dean 
should be highly competitive in 
both the Iowa caucuses and the 
nation’s first primary to be held 
in Dean’s neighboring New 
Hampshire. 

While no single Democrat ap¬ 
pears to have emerged as a clear 
front-runner for the nomination, 
all of them - with the exception 
of Representative Dennis 
Kucinich (Ohio), the Reverend 
Ai Sharpton, and former Illinois 
Senator Carol Moseley Braun - 
have reasons to think they truly 
can emerge with their party’s 
presidential nomination next Au¬ 
gust at the convention in Boston. 

Gephardt, who also ran briefly 
for president back in 1988, is 
popular as one of the party’s 
leading liberals, and has broad 
appeal to labor groups, but has 
had problems raising money to 
date. Edwards has done well rais¬ 
ing money, but has not, as of yet, 
moved up in the polls. Some 
think Edwards, a Southerner, 
would be a great bet for the vice 
presidential spot. Florida Senator 
Bob Graham was late getting 
into the race. His fundraising to 
date has been somewhat weak, 
but he has emerged as one of 
Bush’s harshest critics, particu¬ 
larly on the Iraq war issue. 

Kerry began the campaign ap¬ 
pearing at least poised to claim 
the front-runner mantle, but 
prostrate surgery in February 
slowed his campaign down and 
his support for the resolution au¬ 
thorizing the war in Iraq clearly 
cost him with antiwar activists. 

Lieberman, AI Gore’s vice 
presidential running mate in 
2000, has high name recognition, 
is very popular with some pock¬ 
ets of voters, but has not emerged 
from the field as was expected. 

So, how does one of these De¬ 
mocratic hopefuls eventually 
emerge from the crowded field? 
One of them will have to find his 
voice and emerge as the candi¬ 
date to take on Bush on the wors¬ 
ening economy. Finding the exact 
way to resonate with voters and 
presenting an economic alterna¬ 
tive to Bush could be the answer. 
Make no mistake, Bush is going 


to play the “war president” card 
to the hilt. Assuming the war 
doesn’t drag on and we continue 
to lose a couple of Americans a 
day throughout the next few 
months, Bush will pretty well run 
on the national security plat¬ 
form. With any luck (at this rate, 
he’ll need plenty of it) those 
dreaded weapons of mass de¬ 
struction in Iraq might be found 
one day, or even, perhaps, Osama 
bin Laden and/or Saddam Hus¬ 
sein.

A decision 
that could come as early as this 
week out of a Massachusetts 
court could end that state’s mar¬ 
riage laws discriminating against 
gays and lesbians,' paving the way 
for possible same-sex marriage 
for the first time in U.S. history, 
and neither the pope nor the 
president are about to be caught 
with their pants down on the 
issue. Hell no, Bush wants a con¬ 
stitutional amendment. As next 
year’s presidential election draws

be one of those in the running for 
the top Assembly spot. 

In Phoenix, a conservative 
group filed a petition with the 
Arizona Supreme Court last week 
asking it to void Governor Janet 
Napolitano’s executive order 
barring discrimination based on 
sexual orientation in some state 
agencies. The Alliance Defense 
Fund says the governor over¬ 
stepped her authority; the gover¬ 
nor’s legal counsel said she will 
fight the lawsuit. 

And in Helena, Montana, De¬ 
mocratic state legislators say their 
Republican counterparts were 
out of line in filing a court brief 
supporting the state university 
system’s decision not to extend 
health benefits to the partners of 
gay and lesbian employees. De¬ 
mocratic legislators say the 
friend-of-the-court brief reads as 
if all legislative members sup¬ 
ported the systems policy’s and 
Democrats want it clearly known 
that they don’t. 

The District 6 Democrats, and 
Frederick Hobson (a.k.a. Miss 
Kitty) will be hosting the annual 
District 6 Club Honor Awards at 
a reception on Tuesday August 
12,6-9 p.m. at the Cat Club, 1190 
Folsom Street.

Marriage: 

Mend it, don’t end it

O pponents of gay marriage 
often warn that gays want to 
destroy marriage. This is 
preposterous and alarmist. How¬ 
ever, in a recent Washington Blade 
column, openly lesbian law pro¬ 
fessor Nancy Polikoff indeed ar¬ 
gues for “abolishing the legal sta¬ 
tus of marriage for everyone.” 
There are multiple problems 
with her radical proposal, 
which boil down to: it 
shouldn’t happen, it 
ain’t gonna happen, and 
it needlessly fuels the op¬ 
position to gay marriage. 

Since the 1970s 
there’s been an un¬ 
dercurrent of oppo¬ 
sition to marriage on 
the gay left. Lesbian feminists have 
criticized its sexist roots, including 
long-discarded laws subordinat¬ 
ing wives to husbands. Gay male 
sexual liberationists have seen it as 
stultifying, directing people into 
dreary traditional patterns of liv¬ 
ing. 

When the idea of gay marriage 
caught on in the early 1990s, 
thanks in part to gay conservatives 
like Andrew Sullivan, these critics 
initially dismissed it as “assimila- 
tionist.” We’re not “just like 
straights,” they like to say, and we 
don’t want to be. 

The argument for gay marriage 
depends, however, on the idea that 
gays are “just like straights” in 
every important respect. Gay cou¬ 
ples are just as capable of love, 
commitment, mutual caretaking, 
and raising children. 

Polikoff acknowledges that 
marriage confers important ad¬ 
vantages to married couples in 
everything from health benefits to 
taxation. Gay couples, she agrees, 
should get these benefits. 

But, Polikoff argues, everyone 
else should get them too. “A legal 
system that gives benefits to mar¬ 
ried couples but withholds those 
benefits from other types of rela¬ 
tionships that help people flourish 
and fulfill critical social functions 
harms many people, both straight 
and gay,” she writes. A man caring 
for his sick mother should be able 
to have her covered on his health 
insurance, for example. A woman 
should not lose her home to pay 
estate taxes when her cohabiting 
sister dies. 


The main problem, according 
to Polikoff and other critics, is that 
marriage privileges some relation¬ 
ships over others. If gay marriage 
is allowed it will still favor married 
couples over unmarried couples 
and other relationships. Indeed, 
under Polikoff’s argument, it’s 
hard to see why legal recognition 
should be limited to couples. Why 
not recognize relationships of 
three, four, or more people? 

There are good reasons to 
reject Polikoff’s idea. The 
institution of marriage 
represents an enormous 
social investment, both in 
the couple and in the chil¬ 
dren they often raise. Every 
single one of the 
more than 1,000 
marital benefits 
granted at the state 
and federal level costs us money, 
whether it’s in the form of a Social 
Security death benefit or tax 
breaks on transfers of wealth be¬ 
tween spouses. 

There are many reasons we 
make that huge investment in 
marriage but not in other rela¬ 
tionships. Marriage adds to social 
stability, including by curbing 
promiscuity. It furnishes caretak¬ 
ers to individuals who would oth¬ 
erwise rely on the state. Married 
people are healthier and wealthier 
than single people or unmarried 
cohabitants. Marriage affords a se¬ 
cure environment for children, 
who do better in married house¬ 
holds. Even with today’s high di¬ 
vorce rates, marital relationships 
are also more enduring, which 
makes our investment in them all 
the wiser. 

Why do they last longer? Part¬ 
ly because of the benefits they get. 
But mostly, I think, because of the 
tremendous social support they 
receive. This support comes out of 
our history and tradition, not 
mere laws. The powerful social ex¬ 
pectation of marriage becomes 
equally powerful encouragement 
and assistance from family and 
friends for the couple to stay to¬ 
gether. 

Marriage is important for the 
social affirmation it offers gay re¬ 
lationships, not just for the legal 
benefits. Not even a landmark 
Supreme Court decision can offer 
that deep affirmation, contrary to 
what Polikoff suggests. No “civil 
union” or “domestic partnership” 
can offer it either. 


By marrying, couples signal to 
society in a culturally and histori¬ 
cally unique way the strength of 
their commitment. No other rela¬ 
tionship can quite replicate that 
signal. Society understandably re¬ 
wards the married couple’s public 
commitment, but cannot be as 
confident about the durability or 
depth of other arrangements. 

There is nothing inherently 
wrong with extending some bene¬ 
fits to other caring relationships. 
Maybe a son should be able to se¬ 
cure health benefits for his ailing 
mother. But every extension of 
benefits entails financial costs. 
Each of these proposed benefits 
should be weighed on its own 
merits, applied to those relation¬ 
ships that seem more than tran¬ 
sient. 

Polikoff probably assumes that 
abolishing marriage means every¬ 
one would get its goodies. At last, 
health care for all! Don’t bet on it. 
The more likely outcome is that 
standard marital benefits would 
be eliminated to help pay for ben¬ 
efits accorded the newly recog¬ 
nized relationships. The social in¬ 
vestment in former marriages 
would decrease, diminishing the 
return we all get from that bygone 
institution. 

Marriage, with its culturally 
and historically rich meaning, and 
its critical role in children’s up¬ 
bringing, deserves its privileged 
position. There’s just too much at 
stake to abolish it. 

Because of its special place in 
our culture, and because of its 
reach far back into our history, 
marriage isn’t going anywhere any 
time soon. So proposals to end 
marriage are a nice parlor game 
for academics, but nothing more. 

In this case, though, the game 
has political consequences. Al¬ 
ready a leading opponent of gay 
marriage, Stanley Kurtz, has cited 
Polikoff’s and others’ work as 
proof that gays are out to destroy 
marriage. 

Polikoff and Kurtz are wrong. 
We aren’t fighting for the right to 
marry only to see our marriages 
abolished. T

candidate, and “no endorsement” 
for a second choice district attor¬ 
ney candidate. 

Ranked choice voting - as op¬ 
posed to voting on individual can¬ 
didates - was used at the Milk 
Club meeting. The 
Ammiano/Leal/no endorsement 
combination won with 62 percent 
of the vote (although a later analy¬ 
sis revealed Ammiano secured 
first choice with 89 percent of the 
club members). The Hallinan/no 
endorsement combination won 
with 55 percent of the vote. 

“I’m particularly proud of this 
endorsement because of the lega¬ 
cy of Harvey Milk,” said Ammiano 
of the Milk Club endorsement. 
“Harvey taught me how to be a 
fighter and a leader who offers 
hope, and that’s the kind of mayor 
I’m going to be.” 


Tony Winnicker, Leal’s 
spokesman, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that Leal was “thrilled” to 
receive the ranked second choice. 

“Given the cub’s relationship 
with Tom over the years, it’s ap¬ 
propriate he would receive first 
choice, but Susan is very pleased 
that her progressive positions on 
issues were recognized,” said Win¬ 
nicker, who added that the Milk 
Club ranked endorsement shows 
that “the queer community is re¬ 
ally united on the importance of 
electing a queer mayor.” 

On Wednesday, August 6, how¬ 
ever, the San Francisco Chronicle 
reported that instant runoff vot¬ 
ing would not be implemented 
this fall. 

Elections chief John Arntz an¬ 
nounced to the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors’ finance committee on Tues¬ 
day that the mechanisms were not 
in place, particularly since the city 
now has to prepare for an October 
recall election. 


Voters approved the instant 
runoff in March 2002, and the sys¬ 
tem was scheduled to be up and 
running this November. Tuesday’s 
announcement drew criticism 
from voters and elected officials, 
with Supervisor Jake McGoldrick 
blaming mayoral front-runner 
Supervisor Gavin Newsom and 
his supporters for the delay. 

“It’s clear that there are certain 
political aspirations to be served 
by thwarting the will of the vot¬ 
ers,” said McGoldrick. “It bespeaks 
incredible arrogance.” 

Many believe that with IRV’s 
implementation, Newsom’s 
chances of winning the office of 
mayor would not be as good. The 
system continues to tally ballots in 
the event that no candidate wins 
50 percent of the vote, making it 
likely that the person wit the most 
second-choice votes could win the 
race.

effort to hash out a settlement. 

Petrelis pleaded no contest to 
two misdemeanor counts of mak¬ 
ing obscene or threatening tele¬ 
phone calls with the intent to 
annoy. One count for the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health and one for 
the San Francisco Chronicle. 
Pasquarelli pleaded no contest to 
three counts of the same charge, 
one for DPH, one for the Chroni¬ 
cle, the third charge involved offi¬ 


cials with the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, San Francisco. 

Following the no contest pleas, 
the judge made a finding of guilt, 
as is standard procedure, Ver- 
meulen said.

state’s AIDS Drug Assistance Pro¬ 
gram proposed by Governor Gray 
Davis, AIDS advocates successful¬ 
ly dodged a budget bullet they 
feared would be devastating for 
people living with AIDS and HIV. 

In the state budget signed by 
Davis on Saturday, August 2, the 
plan to impose copayments on 
ADAP clients was dropped. The 
state’s ADAP program will see an 
increase of $27 million to $211 
million without forcing those in 
the program to pay for a portion 
of their medicines. 

But with California already 
facing an estimated $8 billion 
deficit next fiscal year, AIDS advo¬ 
cates remain alarmed that the co¬ 
payment plan could resurface. 

“We must be ever vigilant. In 
tough economic times there will 
be forces interested in establishing 
a copayment. But for all the rea¬ 
sons we argued against it this year, 
we will argue against it next year,” 
said openly gay Assemblyman 
Mark Leno (D-San Francisco). 

Whether Davis fights back ef¬ 
forts to remove him from office or 
a Republican emerges as his re¬ 
placement in the recall, advocates 
fear the copayment plan could be 
part of the program’s funding 
equation in 2004. 

“I could certainly imagine him 
coming back to a copayment pro¬ 
posal,” said Dana Van Gorder, the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation’s 
state policy director. “The Legisla¬ 
ture is so clearly hostile to this idea 
of charging ADAP clients but that 
could change. It just depends on 
how bad the budget is next year.” 

With part of the additional 
funding for ADAP coming from 
one-time funding sources, Van 
Gorder said the fight oVer funding 
for the program will only intensi¬ 
fy next year. 

“Some of that funding, partic¬ 
ularly the drug rebate money we 
used, was one-time money and 
won’t be available to us at all next 
year,” he said. “So it is just going to 
be much more difficult to put 
funding together.” 


For many people who depend 
on ADAP for life-saving drugs, the 
copayment plan would have been 
especially hard to swallow. Most 
ADAP recipients are on disability 
and already have limited incomes, 
and they feared they would have 
to choose between their drugs and 
food or housing if forced into pay¬ 
ing copayments. 

“Because I am on disability 
and unable to work and have ex¬ 
tremely limited funds, I don’t 
know if I could have afforded it,” 
said Robbi Ernst, 55 and HIV¬ 
positive since 1983. 

Ernst enrolled in ADAP in May 
after moving back to San Francis¬ 
co from Texas. He said apart from 
the financial consequences a co¬ 
payment plan would have im¬ 
posed on ADAP clients, another 
downside would have fallen on 
the community. 

“A lot of people who receive 
services under ADAP do volunteer 
work in our community. If they 
cannot get their medicine they 
will get sicker and can’t do their 
volunteer work,” said Ernst. “I 
don’t know if [the copayment 
plan] will come back, but I am 
greatly concerned if it does.” 

While the final budget signed 
by Davis spared the ADAP pro¬ 
gram, other programs did take a 
hit. The state will cut $1.2 million 
to HIV prevention programs in 
public schools, and cut $2.3 mil¬ 
lion to research conducted 
through the University of Califor¬ 
nia. 

The state is transferring $7 
million from a program that pro¬ 
vides medical monitoring of AIDS 
patients to ADAP. While counties 
may elect to take up the expense 
of that program, they also face 
budget shortfalls, making it un¬ 
likely county governments will be 
able to find the funds. 

The budget also cuts reim¬ 
bursement to Medi-Cal providers 
by 5 percent, an action that AIDS 
advocates predict could affect ser¬ 
vices for some people living with 
AIDS. T

Halloween street 
party goes corporate

F or years the annual street 
party in the Castro on Hal¬ 
loween night has been the 
unwanted child of city and civic 
leaders. No one wanted to take 
ownership of the unruly event. 
Most crossed their fingers and 
hoped for the best. 

This year, not only is the party 
an official city event but Hal¬ 
loween is going corporate. 

Media and advertising giants 
Comcast, Viacom, and Clear 
Channel Communications, local 
independent television channel 
KRON Channel 4, and the compa¬ 
ny that produces the energy drink 
Red Bull have already lined up to 
help sponsor this year’s event. 

Organizers hope more compa¬ 
nies, including alcoholic beverage 
companies, will come aboard to 
help defray the costs of having live 
entertainment and beefed up se¬ 
curity measures at this year’s Hal¬ 
loween. 

District 8 Supervisor Bevan 
Dufty announced the sponsorship 
plans during a monthly Hal¬ 
loween planning meeting Mon¬ 
day, August 4 in City Hall. Nearly 
50 people - including Castro mer¬ 
chants and residents, the fire de¬ 
partment, police and sheriff’s de¬ 
partments, emergency medical 
services, entertainment commis¬ 
sion members, and city depart¬ 
ment officials - convened for a 
“nuts and bolts” meeting to con¬ 
tinue mapping out plans for this 
year’s Halloween. 

Those plans will include a 
major Bay Area-wide publicity 
and advertising campaign to 
spread the word that this year’s 
Halloween will be a dry event. Po¬ 
lice are setting up 20 entry gates 
into the street party at which rev¬ 
elers found with alcohol will be 
asked either to return it to their 
cars or throw it out. 


Police also intend to begin 
clearing the streets after midnight 
when organizers will shut down 
four entertainment stages. And for 
the first time since the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence and Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence 
ended their hosting of Halloween, 
donations are expected to be col¬ 
lected at the gates. 

the plans for this year’s cele¬ 
bration are a remarkable change 
from just two years ago, when busi¬ 
ness leaders in the Castro pleaded 
with news organizations not to 
cover the street party, one of the 
city’s largest outdoor gatherings. 

“Two years ago there wasn’t 
any structure in place. We were 
trying to downplay the effect of an 
unruly crowd, which is why the 
merchants didn’t want the media 
to publicize the event,” said Herb 
Cohn, president of the Merchants 
of Upper Market and Castro. 
“Flash forward two years and you 
have a city-sponsored event and a 
lot of resources aimed at making 
sure it is not an unruly crowd.” 

After last year’s Halloween 
turned particularly violent, Dufty 
pledged to rein in the violence and 
mayhem as part of his campaign 
for supervisor. Since January he 
has been holding meetings to dis¬ 
cuss how to make Halloween a 
safe and fun event. 

With the swearing in of the en¬ 
tertainment commission this 
summer, that body has also begun 
working on Halloween. The com¬ 
missioners have been working 
with members of the Late Night 
Coalition to program the night’s 
entertainment. Castro resident 
and coalition member John Wood 
is spearheading those plans. 

Wood announced during the 
meeting that the main stage will 
be led by Heklina of Trannyshack 
and will feature cabaret acts, drag 
shows, and possibly, hourly cos¬ 
tume contests to give people an 
incentive for dressing up. A sec¬ 


ond stage will feature live acts by 
local bands and the other two 
stages will feature dance music 
spun by various DJs. 

The stages will be placed at 
Castro and 19th, and along Mar¬ 
ket Street at Castro, Noe, and 
Sanchez streets. Red Bull is spon¬ 
soring one of the stages, and 
Wood said he hopes to have other 
businesses or private groups spon-

a woman. 

Davis has long said he opposes 
gay marriage due to the teachings 
of the Catholic Church. But he has 
been a vocal supporter of domes¬ 
tic partnerships, and aides to the 
governor are quick to point out 
Davis has signed into law several 
bills extending rights to domestic 
partners. 

As for civil unions, Davis has 
never taken a stand on the issue. 
His plan to form a task force to ex¬ 
amine adopting civil unions, 
which he disclosed to the Bay Area 
Reporter in an interview in 2002, 
never materialized. 

Gay rights groups and elected 
officials dropped efforts to pursue 
civil unions in California partly 
because of Davis’s hesitation to 
support such an approach. In¬ 
stead, they have pushed for 
strengthening the state’s domestic 
partnerships. 

The Vatican’s stance has in¬ 
creased concern about whether 
Davis will sign AB205, which 
would elevate the state’s domestic 
partners to the same level as Ver¬ 
mont’s civil unions and grant 
nearly all the rights and benefits 
heterosexual married couples re¬ 
ceive to same-sex couples. 

The recall campaign against 
Davis is also ratcheting up pres¬ 
sure to have AB205 signed into 
law. With the chance a conserva¬ 
tive right-wing Republican could 
unseat the governor, gay rights 
leaders and gay and lesbian law¬ 
makers in Sacramento are push¬ 
ing to have the bill become law be¬ 
fore the October 7 election. 

Already passed by the Assem¬ 
bly, the Senate Appropriations 
Committee is-set to hear the bill 
on August 18. Gay rights groups 
expect the bill to sail through the 
Senate approval process and be 
sent to the governor for his signa¬ 
ture by late September or early 
October. Davis has yet to state 
whether he will sign the bill. 

It is unclear if the Vatican’s 
statement will impact Davis’s sup¬ 
port for domestic partnerships. A 
week after it was released, Davis

“It’s great to see that people 
have the courage to stand up for 
their convictions and do what’s 
right,” said Thom Lynch, the com¬ 
munity center’s new executive di¬ 
rector.

has yet to talk publicly about it. 

While most gay rights activists 
doubt the Vatican’s opposition to 
domestic partnerships will, im- 
pact the governor’s long-standing 
support for such relationships, 
they are stepping up lobbying ef¬ 
forts to ensure he does indeed 
sign AB205. 

“Governor Davis, despite his 
personal religious beliefs, has al¬ 
ways supported domestic partner¬ 
ships, so we know he supports the 
institution of domestic partner¬ 
ships,” said Toni Broaddus, Equal¬ 
ity California’s program director. 

“I see no reason why he wouldn’t 
continue to support domestic 
partnerships.” 

Though Broaddus added, “We 
never take anything for granted.” 

When contacted Friday, August 
1 by the B.A.R. for comment 
about the Vatican document, 
Davis’s Sacramento press office 
forwarded the request to an aide 
working on the campaign to op¬ 
pose the recall. Reached Tuesday 
morning, the aide said he had yet 
to speak to Davis directly about 
the Vatican’s antigay stance. 

“The one thing I can tell you 
for sure is this governor really has 
been about bringing people to¬ 
gether, especially around issues of 
gay and lesbian inclusion,” said 
Eric Bauman, an openly gay spe¬ 
cial assistant to Davis who is cur¬ 
rently on leave to work on the an¬ 
tirecall campaign. 

Bauman pointed out Davis has 
long disagreed with the Catholic 
Church’s stance against abortion 
and has consistently upheld a 
woman’s right to choose. 

“When it comes to these issues 
the governor is going to do what 
he believes is right and charges 
from conservatives have not 
stopped him from signing a wide 
variety of bills that improve the 
lives of gay and lesbian Californi¬ 
ans and 14 laws that protect a 
woman’s right to choose,” said 
Bauman. “And frankly, this latest 
communication is probably no 
different because, clearly, the gov¬ 
ernor believes in a separation of 
church and state, despite his 
deeply held Catholic beliefs.” 

When challenged as to why 
then the governor opposes gay 


marriage, Bauman would not 
comment. But he did signal that 
there is no reason to believe Davis 
will not sign AB205. 

“All I can say is for months this 
governor has had his staff engaged 
on AB205 and its author and 
sponsors. He has said, long before 
there was a recall effort, that he 
wanted to expand domestic part¬ 
ner rights this year,” said Bauman. 
“If anybody thinks that the threats 
of the right wing in relation to the 
recall are going to cause this gov¬ 
ernor not to support bills he 
thinks make people’s lives better, I 
suggest they look at AB196 that he 
signed on Saturday.” 

Despite those assurances, gay 
rights activists are not leaving any¬ 
thing to chance. Two days after the 
Vatican released its document, gay 
rights groups blitzed supporters 
with action alerts calling on them 
to contact Davis and press him to 
support the bill. Activists have also 
questioned why Davis remains 
silent on whether he will sign the 
bill. 

Davis’s aides have long main¬ 
tained the governor does not take 
positions on bills until they cross 
his desk. But he recently an¬ 
nounced he would sign a bill al¬ 
lowing illegal immigrants to hold 
driver’s licenses, despite the fact 
no such bill has yet to be passed by 
the Legislature this year. 

Passage of AB205 is sure to 
provoke supporters of the recall. 
Conservative religious groups are 
already using Davis’s gay rights 
record to attack him, and are sure 
to use his signing of the bill 
against him. 

Gay rights activists also intend 
to base their support for Davis in 
the recall election on whether he 
signs AB205 into law. 

“I think when all is said and 
done it is going to be much more 
favorable for him to sign AB205. 
The people who will vote against 
him will vote against him regard¬ 
less of AB205,” said Molly McKay, 
executive director of Marriage 
Equality California. “His vote on 
AB205 is critical for people to 
come out and support him. I don’t 
see a downside for him except for 
getting a nastygram from the 
pope.” T 


civil rights issues,” said a statement 
from Geoffrey Kors, executive di¬ 
rector of Equality California, the 
statewide lobbying group that 
sponsored the bill. “By signing this 
bill Governor Davis has made it 
clear that efforts by antigay ex¬ 
tremists to remove him from of¬ 
fice will not cause him to waiver in 
his strong commitment to ending 
discrimination against LGBT Cal¬ 
ifornians. His actions in signing 
this legislation will help ensure 
that individuals are judged on 
their merit, not their gender char¬ 
acteristics.” 

Theresa Sparks and Dion 
Manley, representatives from the 
Alice B. Toklas LGBT and Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic clubs, re¬ 
spectively, spoke of the law’s im¬ 
portance and the need to secure 
such basic rights for everyone. 

“When you come out as a 
transgender person,” said Manley, 
who noted that even in San Fran¬ 
cisco, 70 percent of transgenders 
are unemployed, “you can lose it 
all.” 

San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission staff member Larry 
Brinkin, who said that San Fran¬ 
cisco receives hundreds of gender- 
related discrimination complaints 
a year, praised the law not only as 
a tool for fighting back but a way 
to thwart such discrimination in 
the first place. 

“What we’ve found is that the 
law can actually prevent discrimi¬ 
nation,” said Brinkin. “The law 


being on the books can act as a de¬ 
terrent.” 

San Francisco passed transgen¬ 
der nondiscrimination legislation 
in 1994; it took effect in 1995. 

California’s law is now sched¬ 
uled to take effect on January 1, 
2004. 

The past - and future 

In many ways, as Leno noted 
before the bills’ passage, AB196 
simply makes official what has 
been happening already. 

The FEHA department, for in¬ 
stance, already accepts and inves¬ 
tigates gender identity discrimina¬ 
tion cases based on strong case law 
precedent; numerous court deci¬ 
sions from across the nation have 
ruled that existing laws prohibit¬ 
ing sex discrimination should be 
interpreted to prohibit discrimi¬ 
nation based on gender identity or 
expression. 

Still, when AB196 takes effect, 
something significant will happen 
nationwide: because California is 
the largest state, a total of 68 mil¬ 
lion Americans - or 24 percent of 
the U.S. population - will live in a 
jurisdiction with explicit language 
prohibiting antitransgender dis¬ 
crimination, according to the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force. 

Many other jurisdictions, said 
NGLTF, have non-explicit cover¬ 
age, through court or agency in¬ 
terpretations of existing antidis-

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Jim Reid, ShelterOne 
facing further fight

he drama surrounding Jim 
Reid’s campaign for mayor 

; continued to heat up over 
the past several days, with Reid re¬ 
ceiving a letter from his landlord 
about the illegal “ShelterOne” 
homeless structure on his proper¬ 
ty, and Reid’s neighbors and asso¬ 
ciates contacting the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter to tell their sides of the 
story. 

Last week, the B.A.R. reported 
on a conflict between Reid and his 
former campaign volunteer Jack 
W. Davis (no relation to political 
consultant Jack Davis). Hooked 
up through Reid’s New York- 
based fundraiser, Davis and Reid 
apparently agreed that Davis 
would fly from Nashville to San 
Francisco to help with Reid’s cam¬ 
paign. 

According to Reid, Davis re¬ 
peatedly showed up to work 
drunk, and when he was fired, re¬ 
taliated by reporting Reid’s illegal 
ShelterOne to authorities. Shel¬ 
terOne is the 10-foot house Reid 
built as a solution to the city’s 
homeless problem; his plan is to 
build numerous units and install 
them either throughout the city 
or on a plot of land at Hunters 
Point. 

But Davis, who was unavail¬ 
able for comment last week, con¬ 
tacted the B.A.R. after the original 
story ran to assert that the con¬ 
flicts between himself and Reid 
arose because he took issue with 
what he called the illegal activities 
of Reid’s campaign. 

Davis said he flew out to San 
Francisco hoping for a good job. 
What he got instead, he said, was 
matched up with a “crook” who 
refused to listen to Davis’s con¬ 
cerns and ideas. 

“I am an intelligent man, and I 
would try to tell him he couldn’t 


do certain things,” said Davis. “He 
would basically say, ‘You’re just a 
homeless whatever’ ... he would 
dismiss me as stupid and unedu¬ 
cated.” 

In a letter to the B.A.R. Davis 
alleged several improprieties on 
the part of Reid. 

Reid sent two of his volunteers 
to an unlicensed acupuncturist in 
the Bay Area to rid them of their 
addictions, said Davis. The 
acupuncturist was the father of 
Reid’s New York fundraiser Wun- 
jei Cheng, who promised Reid a 
campaign donation of $10,000 if 
he could get the acupuncture pub¬ 
licized and his father’s license re¬ 
instated, according to Davis. 

Reid acknowledged that his 
volunteers were treated by 
Cheng’s father, whose license 
lapsed, he said, due to a language 
barrier. But there was never any 
monetary agreement, said Reid. 

Davis also said Reid asked him 
to drive his electric car around 
town despite its lack of a wind¬ 
shield; that Reid knew ShelterOne 
was illegal when he housed volun¬ 
teers there; and that he used his 
campaign funds to remodel his 
home. Reid did not deny these al¬ 
legations in last week’s story. 

As for the allegations of Davis’s 
on-the-job conduct, Davis said, “I 
am 45 years old and, by law, I can 
consume alcohol. I have had no 
problems with the law in San 
Francisco. Mr. Reid, on the other 
hand, has had numerous prob¬ 
lems with the law. I worked on the 
average of 16 hours a day on Jim’s 
campaign trying to promote his 
idea legally while he sat home try¬ 
ing to amass illegal campaign 
funds from his bedroom office. 

“When I realized I was fight¬ 
ing, single-handedly I might add, 
a losing battle, I became quite dis¬ 
gruntled and depressed because I 
do not like crooked politicians.” 

Davis vowed to expose Reid’s 


activities to the public, and he said 
he did so by filing complaints with 
the Department of Building In¬ 
spection as well as the San Fran¬ 
cisco Ethics Commission. 

The Ethics Commission would 
not verify whether it was conduct¬ 
ing an investigation. But DBI ap¬ 
parently did investigate, as Reid 
received a violation notice on July 
22 . 

Reid’s landlord e-mailed him a 
letter on August 1 that asked him 
to remove the structure from the 
property. The letter - forwarded 
to the B.A.R. by Reid - stated, “I 
have received a ‘Notice of Viola¬ 
tion’ from the San Francisco Dept, 
of Building Inspection. Your 
demonstration module ‘Shelter 
One’ must be removed from my 
property at 116 Franconia St. 

“I was given 10 days from the 
date of the ‘Notice’ to accomplish 
removal. The ‘Notice’ was dated 
7/22/03 which means that today 
8/1/03 was the deadline,” said the 
landlord’s letter. “I called the 
Building Dept, and asked for more 
time because I received the ‘No¬ 
tice’just yesterday. If‘Shelter One’ 
is removed by 8/10/03 the ‘Viola¬ 
tion’ will not be sent to ‘Code En¬ 
forcement Div.’ Please tell me 
ASAP on what date prior to 
8/10/03 that you will remove 
‘Shelter One.’ Thank You.” 

Reid’s e-mailed response to his 
landlord was as follows: “I have 
nowhere to move ShelterOne and 
it would cost $1,500.00 to get a 
crane and tow truck to move it 
anywhere. If you give me the no¬ 
tice from the city, I will take it to 
Frank Chiu, the head of the Build¬ 
ing Department, and have him 
take care of it. He supports the 
idea of housing the homeless in 
ShelterOne houses. 

“This notice was caused by a 
former volunteer, Jack Davis, call¬ 
ing the building department to

crimination provisions, including 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, and the District of Colum¬ 
bia. Currently, 59 cities and coun¬ 
ties - including Boston, Dallas, 
Los Angeles, Louisville, New York 
City, and Pittsburgh - have en¬ 
acted nondiscrimination ordi¬ 
nances that protect transgender 
people. 

California’s FEHA outlines 
protections for employees and 
prospective tenants who are preg¬ 
nant and disabled, and also de¬ 
fines and prohibits sexual harass¬ 
ment and other forms of dis¬ 


crimination. There are specific 
exceptions to those who must 
comply with FEHA; certain reli¬ 
gious organizations, for instance, 
are not required to adopt FEHA 
standards where religious beliefs 
are interpreted to be compro¬ 
mised. 

“The law does not in any way 
change or affect those business 
entities that must be in compli¬ 
ance with FEHA,” Leno told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “Those who 
must be in compliance with 
FEHA must continue to be,” he 
said, while those already exempt 
will remain so. 

AB196 now means protections 
that many take for granted, as well 
protections from more subtle 


forms of gender based discrimi¬ 
nation. National cases have in¬ 
cluded, for instance, women re¬ 
quired to wear makeup, or women 
considered to be not feminine 
enough to excel in certain work 
environments. 

As Tamara Lange of the Amer¬ 
ican Civil Liberties Union sum¬ 
marized at Monday’s press confer¬ 
ence, a variety of people are now 
protected, including “butch 
women, as well as men who don’t 
fit with the narrow stereotypes 
about what a man can be in 
America.” Y

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2003 HIV prevention 
conference ends on 
a discordant note

1 oos and hisses during parts 

' of Claude Allen’s closing re- 

f marks at the 2003 HIV Pre¬ 
vention conference in Atlanta on 
July 30 clearly demonstrated the 
tension that exists between much 
of the HIV prevention communi¬ 
ty and the Bush administration. 
The deputy secretary for Health 
and Human Services appeared to 
be caught off guard by the reac¬ 
tion. 

Allen tried to allay fears that 
recent prevention initiatives by 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention would result in 
defunding community-based pre¬ 
vention efforts. Those initiatives, 
such as increased testing and a 
focus on prevention for positives, 
were developed solely within CDC 
and without consultation with the 
affected communities. 

“The secretary [Health and 
Human Services Secretary 
Tommy Thompson] and I recog¬ 
nize that CBOs [community- 
based organizations] are integral 
players and will continue to play a 
very central role in implementing 
this new initiative. This will in¬ 
clude an expanded role for CBOs 
in terms of HIV testing, outreach, 
and prevention counseling,” he 
said. But the catch is, the CBO 
must be capable of adapting to the 
new initiatives. 

Allen touted the Uganda ABC 
model of HIV prevention where 
“A is abstinence in young people. 
B is being faithful within a rela¬ 
tionship. And C is condom use in 
high-risk populations, with the 
knowledge that condoms are not 
as effective in preventing all sexu¬ 
ally transmitted diseases as they 
are in terms of preventing HIV.” 

“Encouraging young adults 
and youth to abstain is the only 
appropriate initial strategy to 
making informed decisions,” or¬ 
dered Allen. This evoked boos 
from the audience of 3,000 HIV 
prevention researchers and out¬ 
reach workers. The boos intensi¬ 
fied as Allen continued, “Whether 
youth identifies him or herself as 
heterosexual, gay, or questioning, 
delay of sexual debut must be the 
first message that they receive. 

“For young adults, however, 
who choose not to honor delayed 
sexual debut, we must reinforce 
the importance of entering into 
relationships committed to 
monogamy.” A ripple of laughter 
surged through the audience. 

“Lastly, for these individuals 
[who do not abide by abstinence 
or monogamy] we must encour-

age the adoption of safer sex prac¬ 
tices and the consistent use of 
condoms, with the knowledge, 
again, that they are not always 100 
percent effective.” 

At one point during Allen’s 
speech, activists walked the aisles 
holding up pink pieces of paper 
that read, “Stop the war on HIV 
prevention.” Among the 10 points 
raised on the back of the flier were 
the Bush administration’s flat 
funding of prevention activities; 
right-wing pressure to tone down 
explicit messages; and a criticism 
of the shift from community- 
based to more of a medical model 
for prevention activities. 

“Abstinence-based programs 
have a role in dealing with young 
people before the onset of sexual¬ 
ity and sexual activity,” said Terje 
Anderson, executive director of 
the National Association of Peo¬ 
ple With AIDS, in a conversation 
at the close of the conference. “But 
it is clear that people need a com¬ 
prehensive approach to health to 
make the decisions based on 
where they are in their lives at that 
time. And that is not the kind of 
program that he [Allen] advocat¬ 
ed. 

“I think that he was surprised 
by the reception that he got here. 
And the fact that so many people 
in the community and researchers 
were willing to stand up with the 
message was significant,” Ander¬ 
son said. “Hopefully it will push 
the discussion to where we need 
to go. 

“For the last several months we 
haven’t been heard at all,” added 
Anderson. “We had to organize to 
make that happen, but it is clear 
that it is finally happening. We 
need to make sure that continues. 
There are still a lot of details on 
the initiative that need to be 
worked through.” 


“The new strategy will only 
provide health and education after 
someone has become HlV-posi- 
tive, which we think is a tragedy,” 
said David Munar with the AIDS 
Foundation of Chicago. “This is 
not cholesterol we are talking 
about, where you can screen peo¬ 
ple and give them treatment. This 
is a 100 percent preventable dis¬ 
ease and we have to do all we can 
to reach people before they be¬ 
come infected. 

“Prevention is grossly under¬ 
funded already in communities of 
color and poor communities, 
among youth, among men who 
have sex with men. We’re afraid 
that this initiative that focuses on 
testing and prevention for posi¬ 
tives, two approaches that we 
think are valuable, are going to 
decimate our community. 

“We are against lying to young 
people,” said Munar. “We oppose 
abstinence only until marriage be¬ 
cause that is not going to resonate 
with the most at-risk young peo¬ 
ple, especially Latino or gay, bisex¬ 
ual, transgender youth. 

“We believe that they can as¬ 
similate all of the information and 
make informed decisions about 
their sexual health, if you reach 
them early enough, and give them 
all of the tools, and tell them 
about the benefits of abstinence, 
but also about the consequences 
of becoming sexually active. 

“In some ways the conference 
feels like a farce,” said Munar. “We 
have been allowed to have a rich 
exchange of ideas but yet funding 
is not going to increase and our 
very scarce resources have already 
been designated for these medical 
interventions and prevention for 
positives, testing at the expense of 
prevention.” 

“We are not getting the kind of 
support that we need from the 
government or the private sector 
at this point,” added Marsha Mar¬ 
tin, executive director of the AIDS 
Action Council. “We are being 
asked to do the impossible with 
nothing. That we can’t do. So it is 
time to regroup.” 

She saw the conference as “a 
nice overview” of research and 
prevention activities. “But we did¬ 
n’t get into the conversation of 
what really needs to be done 
today, the strategies that we are 
going to have to develop to make a 
difference in this epidemic today.” 

Martin did point to a silver lin¬ 
ing in Allen’s speech. “I don’t 
know that we have ever had a 
deputy secretary that has ever said 
safer sex as a practice of preven¬ 
tion of HIV. I think that we should 
seize on that.” T

complain. A street level building 
inspector, doing his job without 
knowing all the facts, posted the 
routine notice.” 

But it wasn’t just Davis who 
complained to the city, according 
to Tom Mayer, a neighbor of 
Reid’s. A former supporter of 
Reid, Mayer said that ShelterOne 
posed no problems “until two to 
three months ago, when it started 
to become a revolving door.” 


“When people started living 
there without plumbing and elec¬ 
tricity, neighbors who supported 
Jim Reid and ShelterOne reported 
it,” said Mayer, who added that 
Reid’s landlord could face fines for 
Reid’s ShelterOne violation as well 
Reid’s remodeling work on the 
house. 

DBI Director Chiu was not 
reachable by telephone to confirm 
or deny that he would assist Reid 
in dismissing the complaint. On 
Tuesday, August 5, Reid told the 
B.A.R. that he had not yet con¬ 
tacted Chiu because he has been 


busy campaigning. Reid also ac¬ 
knowledged that his landlord may 
face fines for the building code vi¬ 
olations, but that he plans to deal 
with that issue. 

Speaking from the 30th hour 
of his 36-hour Muni campaign 
marathon, Reid told the B.A.R. 
that Davis was misdirecting his ef¬ 
forts. 

“Jack Davis came out here and 
contended he wanted to help the 
homeless,” said Reid. “Instead, he’s 
doing harm to the only candidate 
who really wants to build housing 
for homeless people.” T

New Hampshire.” 

Despite calls by conservatives 
within the Episcopal Church to 
form their own communion due 
to the election of Robinson, most 
observers of the church do not be¬ 
lieve there will be a schism within 
the faith. Frank Griswold, presid¬ 
ing bishop of the Episcopal 
Church, said in a news conference 
last week that his church has a “di¬ 
verse center,” a vast body of clergy 
and laity who hold differing opin¬ 


ions but want to stay together. 

“I have deep confidence in the 
power of the Spirit to do amazing 
things and hold us with all our di¬ 
versities in union with one anoth¬ 
er,” he said. 

The Reverend Steven Baines, a 
convention attendee and religious 
organizer for the People for the 
American Way, agreed. He noted 
that, as with the debate over the 
participation of women in the 
church 27 years ago, reports of 
schism and disharmony are being 
overreported. 

“These are turning points for 
the church that open doors for so¬ 


cial justice,” Baines said. “The pil¬ 
lars and foundations of the church 
have not crumbled with these 
votes, nor will they with this his¬ 
toric vote.” 

The General Convention will 
now hear debate on a proposed 
liturgy blessing same-sex unions. 
It is expected that the Episcopal 
Church will adopt a resolution 
that will allow individual bishops 
to decide whether to bless gay and 
lesbian couples. 

Cromey noted San Francisco’s 
Diocese has allowed the blessing 
of such relationships for several 
years. T

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ficials were trying to stigmatize 
gay sex and that one official, STD 
chief Dr. Jeffrey Klausner, called 
for a quarantine of gay men in a 
Washington Monthly article. 
Klausner said during a prelimi¬ 
nary hearing in December 2001 
that the writer of the Monthly 
piece paraphrased the discussions. 

While staff members at the 
B.A.R ., including this writer, were 
subjected to harassing phone calls 
by Petrelis and Pasquarelli, the 
newspaper was not part of the 
criminal case. 


Vermeulen said that his client, 
Pasquarelli, agreed to the plea-bar¬ 
gain in part to get on with his life. 

“It was partly his desire to put 
it behind him,” Vermeulen said. 

Vermeulen acknowledged that 
Pasquarelli has suffered health 
problems since his time in jail. 
“He’s had some difficulty with his 
health that came up when he was 
in jail. He’s taking time to contin¬ 
ue to focus on his health,” Ver¬ 
meulen said. 

Petrelis told the Los Angeles 
Times that he too, suffered health 
problems during his time in jail. 

Stuart Blumstein, Petrelis’s at¬ 
torney, said he could not com¬ 
ment “at this time,” although he 


added that Petrelis is “apologetic.” 

“He’s really moved on,” Blum¬ 
stein said. 

Jeff Sheehy, one of those on the 
receiving end of the phone calls, 
told the B.A.R. that the plea-bar- 
gain agreement was “significant.” 

“It’s significant that they admit 
their guilt and important to note 
that violence or threats of violence 
are not activism,” said Sheehy, pub¬ 
lic information officer for the 
USCF AIDS Research Institute. 
“They targeted media outlets, pub¬ 
lic information officers, and scien¬ 
tists in an attempt to shut down 
debate. Hopefully, we can have 
these debates at this critical time of 
rising rates of HIV/AIDS.” ▼

Perceptions of gymnastics are 
filled with misconceptions. 
Women’s gymnastics has very few, 
if any, participants among current 
or former gymnasts who have 
come out as lesbians. Among men 
who have competed at the 
Olympic level, none have come 
out as gay. 

The image of a gymnast is per¬ 
haps the height of aesthetic beau¬ 
ty; the symmetrical, muscular bod¬ 
ies flying gracefully through space.

Television’s flag-waving family val¬ 
ues features have regularly brushed 
aside speculation on the gorgeous 
tumblers’ alternative private lives.

Receiving a copy of the beauti¬ 
ful photography book Gym¬ 
nasts/Athletes by Jonathan Ander¬ 
son and Edwin Low (Twin 
Palms Publishers), re- 
minded me to explore 
this much-admired, but 
misunderstood sport. 

Subtitled Earth, Air, Fire, 

Water, the dynamic photo¬ 
graphic duo have posed a 
group of mostly male 
nude gymnasts in var¬ 
ious formal iconic 
poses, from being 
caught midair with 
clouds as a backdrop, 
the other darker images of solemn 
formality. 

Using rings, even rings of 
flame, and various group posi¬ 
tions, the images recall the homo¬ 
erotic tension of early Ted Shawn 
dance stills, or Leni Refenthal 
poses, but with none of the horrid 
political agenda. 

The toned legs, torsos, and 
arms create geometric beauty and 
simplicity while inspiring a classic 
physical perfection. 

The companion book in the 
boxed duo set, Athletes, shows 
gymnasts clothed, in training, on 
the rings, and warming up. Track 
runners, wrestlers, women run¬ 
ners and powerlifters, swimmers, 
and boxers either gaze into the 
camera in formal up-close por¬ 
traits or noble actions shots. 

While the array of images re¬ 
calls, at times, the style of Bruce 
Weber, it lacks the coy teasing 
eroticism of Weber’s more widely 
marketed style. The athletes’ bod¬ 
ies are shown respect, not ex¬ 
ploitation. 

Limited numbers of the books 
are available online through Twin 
Palms, at A Different Light Book¬ 
store, and elsewhere. 

Grounded 

From interviews I’d done with 
former top-level gymnasts more 
than a year ago, but postponed for 
publication, there seems to be 
plenty of talent, and restrained 
enthusiasm, but little organiza¬ 
tion. Finding gay gymnasts was 
difficult, surprisingly, but led to

one former gymnast who is out, 
and another who chose to remain 
somewhat discreet. 

Chris (not his real name) was a 
nationally ranked competitor who 
competed with “all the big boys in 
the sport,” including 
the gymnasts on the 
last three American 
Olympic teams. 

“It’s very far from a gay 
sport,” he said. “All my team¬ 
mates in college were straight. 
They have all married 
and have children now. 

I was the only gay one 
on my team.” 

Having attended 
one of the powerhouse 
schools for collegiate gymnastics 
several years ago, he said, “It’s 
been 10 years now since I left the 
sport, but I have enough knowl¬ 
edge to tell you unequivocally that 
men’s gymnastics is not a gay 
sport.” 

He mentioned only one 
Olympic gymnast that he knew 
v/as gay, and in “an arranged mar¬ 
riage.” 

“You will have a very hard time 
finding gay gymnasts,” he said. 
“It’s just a very macho sport. Most 
of the time, during warm-ups, 
they’re out on the floor stretching 
and throwing footballs around the 
gym, something most people 
would never get to see.” 

Although he recalls the compe¬ 
tition and training as tough, it was 
also memorable and fulfilling, but 
“as to gymnastics being a sport at 
the Gay Games? It will never hap¬ 
pen.” 

“It’s such a small sport in the 
upper ranks, that you’ll never find 
people to come out and openly 
compete in a gay event. I know 
personally that I still look good, 
but trying to make my body do 
the things I used to do on a daily 
basis would be impossible. You 
may look in shape, but that’s a far 
cry from still being able to per¬ 
form. I’d have no problem com¬ 
peting in the Games as far as peo¬ 
ple knowing I was doing it, but 
I’m too old now.” 

While adult interest is margin¬ 
al, age plays a factor. 

“The young one’s that still can 
won’t do it, and we ‘old farts’ can’t 
do it anymore,” he said. “I’d prob¬ 
ably end up in traction at a local 
hospital if I tried to compete 
again!” 

He’s got rhythm 

lose Coquenao lives in New 
York City, and teaches children 
ages 5 months to 16 years old at 
his fitness center. 

“Their parents and themselves 
see me as a role model,” said Co* 
quenao. “I do not hide my sexual¬ 
ity, but I do not go around and tell 
them that they should be gay. 
When I teach, I look at the kids 
and see what they have in their 
hearts. I allow them to be them¬ 
selves with what makes them 
happy, through gymnastics.” 

Born and raised in Lisbon, 


Jose Coquenao, one of the few out 
former gymnasts. 

Portugal, Coquenao first started 
in acrobatics, then moved to 
trampolines, and later, was invit¬ 
ed to join the Artistic Gymnastics 
team. As part of the team, he won 
a bronze medal in Germany. He 
also choreographed for the girls’ 
artistic gymnastics team and 
rhythmic gymnastics team. 

“My parents were very sup¬ 
portive,” he said. “First, because it 
kept me focused and off the 
streets. Personally, as a gay man, it 
kept me out of trouble. I made a 
lot of friends. Every time we went 
to a competition or a sports exhi¬ 
bition, we met and made friends 
from all over the world. 

“Gymnastics gave me a very 
strong sense of body awareness in 
space. I became in tune with my 
body and its needs, which gave 
me the opportunity to learn how 
to respect and listen to my body. 
This, and the combination that I 
had with the training in the dif¬ 
ferent styles of gymnastics, gave 
me the ability to be very creative.” 

This helped Coquenao’s tran¬ 
sition to modern dance. He per¬ 
formed with Ballet Hispanico of 
New York, the Sarasota Ballet, and 
Maurice Bejart’s company. He also 
danced with Silvie Guillem (for¬ 
mer prima ballerina at the Paris 
Opera Ballet), Debbie Allen, Gra- 
ciella Danielle, and many others. 

Coquenao’s other European 
experiences with combining “a 
sort of Cirque du Soleil” environ¬ 
ment led him to consider initially 
bringing gymnastics in as an exhi¬ 
bition sport, where several sports 
events held similarly festive shows, 
even a rare performance of rhyth¬ 
mic gymnastics for a group of 
eight men. 

Perhaps it may be a non-U.S. 
environment that one day finally 
brings gymnastics into a gay 
sports event. He maintains a more 
optimistic outlook on gymnastics 
participants being out on the 
pommel horse. 

“There are a lot of ways to make 
it a group/team event,” Coquenao 
said. “It all depends on how you 
write the rules and regulations for 
it. About having a representative, 
it’s quite possible. It all depends on

time, marketing, and have a person 
with the right personality for it. Yes, 

I think it could happen.” 

The other concern is the cost of 
facilities and insurance. How does 
he think this might be handled? 

“Why not share these facilities 
with different sports?” Coquenao 
asked. “For example, have an aero¬ 
bics competition in the morning on 
a weekend and a gymnastics in the 
evening. It will require people to set 
up and break down the equipment 
from one sport to another. 

“Every sport has a degree of 
risk,” he said. “What makes them 
safe are the rules and regulations 
that must be followed. By present¬ 
ing these rules, and showing it as a 
low level competition to the insur¬ 
ance companies, it will cut the cost. 

“Regarding insurance, I would 
say that there is nothing like get¬ 
ting some good sponsors. I know 
that John Hancock Insurance had 
a great commercial geared to the 
gay community during the 
Olympics. Why not during the 
Gay Games?”

HEARTS AND CRAFTS 


GAY DESIGNERS AT AMERICAN CRAFT 


COUNCIL SAN FRANCISCO SHOW by Kevin Davis 


I f craft is ever to elude its marginalized reputa¬ 
tion as quaint, dust-sucking chotchkas meant to 
be contemplated from afar, then craftspeople 
and consumers must unite to make practicality a 
priority. Patrick Meyer, a local gay designer of ver¬ 
satile pewter accessories for kitchen, bath and office, 
serves as an ideal role model in this endeavor to 
make habitation more aesthetic and aesthetics more 
practical. Meyer exhibits his creations along with 
300 other craftspeople, half Californian, at the 28th 
annual American Craft Council (ACC) San Fran¬ 
cisco Show, the largest West Coast peer-juried craft 
show, August 8-10 at Fort Mason. ACC, which val¬ 
ues making as a way of unifying body, mind and 
spirit, has provided a vital base for the emergence 
of the craft movement in the US since WWII. 
Meyer makes both industrial/primitive and ro¬ 


mantic contemporary implements and furnishings. 
His ice-cream scoops, butter knives, bottle-openers, 
and cabinet knobs are anchored with his signature 
winsome and gay, organic, abstract spirals; flirty, 
capricious hearts; or whimsical, primordial escar¬ 
got. 

He works in “lost wax” technique: sculpting in 
silicon, plastering, melting the silicon, and finally 
casting the lead-free, premium sterling-silver 
pewter. Versatile, tin-based pewter, an alloy tracing 
its use back 4,000 years to the Bronze Age, can be 
cast, cut, formed, fused and spun. Pewter ages well 
because handling gives it a distinctive patina. “It’s 
tactile and made for touching,” Meyer says. 

“Craft is more socialized than the Fine arts,” 
writes Paul J. Smith in Craft Today: Poetry of the

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Getting the adrenalin going 

Falcon star Matthew Rush takes the stage

orn star Matthew Rush occa¬ 
sionally ponders the road he 
didn’t take. “I always wanted 
to be a clown,” said Rush, who is 
now a “Falcon Lifetime Exclusive” 
performer in gay videos. As a teen, 
he even auditioned for the Rin- 
gling Brothers clown college. “I 
begged my parents to 
drive me to the audi¬ 
tions, and my dad was 
totally against it, but 
they took me and I got 
accepted.” 

But a job traveling 
with the circus would 
have meant giving up 
on the weight¬ 
training that had 
transformed the 
skinny high school 
student into an incredible hunk. “I 
kind of had low self-esteem,” Rush 
said, “and it was a way of kind of 
bringing myself up.” He turned his 
back on jestering to develop the 
body that would eventually catch 
the eye of porn producers. 

“It was a tough choice to make, 
but I think I made the right deci¬ 
sion,” Rush said, even though he 
described the actual process of 
making adult videos as “hideous.” 
But there are compensations, late¬ 
ly including the chance to appear, 
and take off his clothes, in the le¬ 
gitimate theater. 

Rush, 30, is the star of Making 
Porn, Ronnie Larsen’s early come¬ 
dy, opening a short run this week 
at Theatre Rhino. This will be his 
third time playing Jack, a straight 
actor down on his luck who turns 
to gay porn to help pay the bills. 
(Reviewers are being asked not to 
attend the production.) 

“It took me a while to get the 
feel of the character, but now it’s 
like second nature,” Rush said by 
phone. “Now it’s a lot of fun just 
getting out there on stage and get¬ 
ting the adrenalin going.” 

Surprisingly, the stage nudity 
has given Rush a moment or two 
of pause. “Being naked when 
you’re shooting a movie is one 
thing,” he said, “but being naked 
on stage in front of live people, it’s 
totally different. It’s a little nerve- 
wracking being comfortable in 



front of all those people.” 

Rush lives in Columbus, Ohio, 
and works at a gym there as a per¬ 
sonal trainer when he’s not trav¬ 
eling for his other work. “All my 
clients know what I do,” he said. 
When he’s on the road he gets to 
the gym four times a week to 
maintain his ultra-muscular look. 

“But it’s like a double-edged 
sword,” he said. “It did attract the 
guys, but then it became 
all about the physical 
and not really that per¬ 
son who I am.” 

That he is also well- 
endowed has helped his 
video career, of course, 
but he said he didn’t 
know he was big. 
“When I would see 
the other guys in 
high school I 
thought they were 
bigger than me. I never saw their 
dicks when they were hard. But 
then when I became sexually ac¬ 
tive with other guys. 

Another double-edged sword? 
“No, not really,” he replied. “I 
think a lot of people like the phys¬ 
ical thing, which they see first.” 

Rush prefers dating men who 
aren’t in the porn industry. “It 
seems like there’s more jealousy 
with those in the industry,” he said. 
“I try to express to everyone that 
I’ve gone out with that what I do is 
strictly a job. I don’t even really con¬ 
sider it sex because it’s so technical.” 

And he doesn’t do escort. “If 
I’m going to have sex with some¬ 
body, even though I do make two 
or three films a year, I want to 
share that intimacy with someone 
special. I understand that what an 
escort does is work, but it’s just 
that they do it all the time, and I 
couldn’t do that.” 

Matthew Rush, not surprising¬ 
ly, is a nom de porn. Most of the 
time he goes by his given name, 
Greg, whom he thinks of as “just 
your normal everyday guy who 
happens to do adult movies.

Gl Joes on the make in 'Buffalo Soldiers'

: ar is Hell, but peace is a 
fucking bore!” 

I’m 16 years old, buck 
naked, lying in the bathtub of my 
family’s tenement apartment 
reading Joseph Heller’s Catch-22. 
As a pasty white ectomorph, I 
think gym class is Hell, while, ac¬ 
cording to Heller, war seems pret¬ 
ty funny. 

Heller’s antihero, Yossarian, is 
a World War II US Air Force pilot 
who suddenly decides to stop fly¬ 
ing bombing missions from a base 
in Italy, in the belief that every¬ 
body is out to kill him. Yossarian 
is an Americanized version of 
Camus’ existential hero, a sane 
man in an insane world. In con¬ 
trast to the purity of Yossarian’s 
survival instinct, Heller provides 
a rogue’s gallery of self-absorbed 
characters highlighted by the 
unit’s supply officer Lieutenant 
Milo Minderbinder. Milo, who 
will do anything for a buck, ac¬ 
cepts a contract to bomb his own 
troops, using American planes. 
Mike Nichols’ attempt to film 
Catch-22 failed miserably because 
he forgot it was a comedy. 

Australian-born director Gre¬ 
gor Jordan understood his mis¬ 
sion, and in his hands, Buffalo Sol¬ 
diers (based on the novel by 
Robert O’Connor) becomes a 
Catch-22-\ike dark comedy about 
American GIs in Germany just 
before the fall of the Berlin Wall. 
The one switch is that instead of 


an idealistic, Yossarian-like hero, 
Jordan makes us view his world 
through the eyes of a Milo-like 
wheeler-dealer, military clerk Ray 
Elwood (Joaquin Phoenix, re¬ 
deeming the promise he displayed 
as a trailer-trash teen killer in Gus 
Van Sant’s To Die For). 

It’s Elwood’s mission in life to 
convince his commanding officer, 
the gullible Colonel Wallace 
Berman (played astutely against 
type by Ed Harris), to give him a 
blank check to buy suspiciously 
large quantities of Mop ’n’ Glo, 
which Elwood then uses as chips 
to trade for less wholesome prod¬ 
ucts: drugs, guns, and sex. “Three 
things I love about Germany: My 
Mercedes, no speed limit on the 
Autobahn, and a black market for 
anything I can get my hands on.” 

Phoenix surprises by slipping 
into a lower gear to play a smart- 
alecky American who can sweet- 
talk anybody out of anything. 
Imagine a younger Tom Hanks 
doing Sgt. Ernie Bilko. Now, you 
don’t expect Bilko to get the girl, 
but the world of Buffalo Soldiers is 
a completely upside-down moral 
universe. 

Draft dodge 

The tone of the comedy and 
the depth of the film’s cynicism to¬ 
wards military valor are displayed 
early on, when Elwood reads a let¬ 
ter of condolence he’s drafted for 
Colonel Wallace to send to the 
parents of a soldier who is sup¬ 
posed to have died in a war-relat¬ 
ed incident, and who we know was 


killed in a bizarre accident involv¬ 
ing indoor touch-football. 

Colonel Wallace is perfectly 
willing to lie about the death, but 
a detail in Elwood’s letter bothers 
him. “I don’t think ‘resplendent’ is 
a good word to describe a soldier. 
Don’t let that word leave this 
base.” 

A whole lot does escape the 
base, including a truckload of 
heavy artillery and a runaway 
tank, in an incident that may 
seem far-fetched, but which direc¬ 
tor Jordan insists really happened, 
only with more lethal results. 

Since the film’s title derives 
from a derogatory term used to 
describe members of a Civil War- 
era cavalry unit made up of ex¬ 
slaves, it’s appropriate that the 
film contains some sharp obser¬ 
vations of racial relations in the 
peacetime military. Particularly 
notable is a scene where a black 
soldier attired in a Confederate 
uniform serves guests at an offi¬ 
cer’s club party. 

The violence between soldiers 
in the film escalates, sometimes 
along racial lines. At one point, a 
skinny white soldier is viciously as¬ 
saulted in what appears suspi¬ 
ciously like a gay-bashing, but 
which is actually a red herring for 
an even more disturbing plot twist. 

Falling somewhere between 
Dr. Strangelove and M*A*S*H, 
Buffalo Soldiers is an entertaining 
way to skip the evening news. ▼

Not just the 
usual suspects 

'AH Zaoua: Prince of the 
Streets' at the Roxie

- he place is Casablanca, Mo- 
' rocco, the time is now. A 
i group of young street kids 
(or chemkaras, after their habit of 
sniffing glue) are being inter¬ 
viewed by a local TV reporter. Ali 
Zaoua (the soulfully defiant Ab- 
delhak Zhayra) is feeling bold, 
surrounded by his friends Kouka, 
Omar and Boubker. Ali tells the 
TV woman about his dream to 
become a sailor, to trade his fetid 
slum for a beautiful island, adding 
that his life was ruined by his 
whore of mother’s plans to sell his 
eyes. 

In the very next scene, the 
quartet is confronted by a gang of 
prepubescent ruffians led by a 
Fagin-like mute, Dib (Said Tagh- 
maoui, from David O. Russell’s 
underappreciated Gulf War 
drama, Three Kings). In the time 
it takes to utter his name, Ali is 
felled by a rock. Stunned by the 
death of their pal, Kouka, Omar 
and Boubker realize how much 
they had been living in the shad¬ 
ow of Ali’s dream. The boys rash¬ 
ly promise each other that they 
will give Ali a funeral fit for a 
prince, Kouka declaring, “He 
may have lived like a little shit, 
but he’s not going to be buried 
like one.” 

The quality of police services 
in Casablanca having not signifi¬ 
cantly improved in the 60 years 
since Hollywood Captain Re¬ 


nault’s order to “round up the 
usual suspects,” the boys decide 
not to report the murder of Ali, 
but instead, to ritually wash his 
body and hide it in a secret cave 
down by the docks. 

Here filmmaker Nabil Ayouch 
(with co-writer Nathalie 
Saugeon) reveals his plan for Ali 
Zaoua: Prince of the Streets. The 
film, a hypnotic mix of magic re¬ 
alism and urban poetry, is a char¬ 
acter study of Ali’s chums, Kouka 
(Mounim Kbab, the only one of 
the young, non-professional ac¬ 
tors whose body has not been 
scarred by real slum life) is a 
sober-headed realist. Guided by 
Ali’s most precious possession, a 
compass given him by a sailor, 
Kouka raises the money for a bur¬ 
ial costume and to have the Koran 
read at Ali’s burial. 

Omar (Mustapha Hansali has 
the seething, chaotic energy of a 
10-year-old Sean Penn) is torn be¬ 
tween loyalty to his slain buddy 
and his addiction to the drug¬ 
dealing gang world where Dib 
rules. Boubker (the joyful Hicham 
Mouussoune) is the tag-along 
pest, the sort of pint-sized misfit 
shoved into a trash can in The Bad 
News Bears. He’s an almost femi¬ 
nine boy who must be protected 
from anal rape by Kouka and 
Omar, and whose overtures to 
sleep with them are perceived as a 
tad faggot-like by the older boys, 
especially the prickly Omar. The 
film’s only serious shortcoming is

Street kids survive a new day in Casablanca in Nabil Ayouch's Ali Zaoua... 
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Divorce, Merchant-Ivory style 

Diane Johnson's novel takes a beating on the screen

uthor Diane Johnson, who 
divides her time equally be- 
t tween San Francisco and 
Paris, hit the big time in 1997 with 
the publication of Le Divorce, a 
sublime comedy of manners that 
centers around two young Amer¬ 
ican women in Paris and their 
French in-laws. When Ruth Praw- 
er Jhabvala and James Ivory 
agreed to write the screenplay, 
with Ivory directing and Ismail 
Merchant producing, devoted 
readers had reason to hope for a 
smooth transition from the page 
to the screen. Those same readers 
must now lower their expecta¬ 
tions. Le Divorce, the movie, is a 
leaden, charmless affair that 
wastes a talented cast and betrays 
the novel. The blame for this 
dreadful miscalculation rests 
squarely upon the shoulders of 
the writing/directing team of 
Jhabvala and Ivory. 

Isabel (Kate Hudson) arrives in 
Paris to visit her pregnant sister 
Roxeanne (Naomi Watts), just as 
Roxeanne’s husband Charles 
(Melvil Poupaud) abandons her 
for another woman. A divorce is 
set in motion amid the protesta¬ 
tions of the wronged Roxeanne 
and under the arcane tradition of 
French law. Isabel, who stays in 
Paris to comfort her sister, ends up 
having an affair with Roxeanne’s 
uncle, a married French diplomat 
(Thierry Lhermitte), and she takes 
a job arranging the papers of 
American ex-pat author Olivia 
Pace (Glenn Close, looking like 
one of the witches from Macbeth ). 
Roxeanne enters into a division of 



assets with her soon-to-be ex-hus- 
band; the sisters’ parents (Stockard 
Channing and Sam Waterston) 
come to visit and negotiate the re¬ 
trieval of a painting; and the sis¬ 
ters are stalked by Matthew Mo- 
dine, who portrays the jilted hus¬ 
band of Charles’ paramour. 

As anyone can tell from this 
scenario, the territory covered 
here is only a few slammed doors 
away from Feydeau — or Feydeau 
blown through Joe Orton. But 
Jhabvala and Ivory translate 
Diane Johnson’s shrewd story as if 
they were adapting Edith Whar¬ 
ton. The film has a labored, 
lugubrious pace, made even more 
ponderous by Richard Robbins’ 
background score. The acting isn’t 
bad, it’s just wrong. No one seems 
to be having any fun, with the 
possible exception of Thierry 
Lhermitte’s delightfully lecherous 
lothario. And fun is the primary 
ingredient that made Le Divorce,

parents compromised, allowing 
her to attend Camp Ovation only 
after having her mouth wired 
shut. 

The one perfectly gorgeous, 
red-blooded hetero boy, Vlad 
(Daniel Letterle), appears to be a 
non sequitur at the camp until he 
exposes his own underlying neu¬ 
roses. The camp’s guest director, 
Bert (Don Dixon), wrote one hit 
Broadway musical, but now 
drinks himself into oblivion every 
day, wallowing in self-pity. In his 
capacity as musical director, Bert 
and his coterie of musicians and 
directors make the kids mount 
new productions of musicals like 
Follies and Dreamgirls every two 
weeks. The end-of-summer bene¬ 
fit is performed for an audience 
that includes Stephen Sondheim, 
who makes a cameo appearance 
in Camp. 

Allegiances, rivalries, and ro¬ 
mances all develop in a rather 
predictable fashion. It doesn’t take 
much prescience to figure out that 
the kids’ naive optimism will ulti¬ 
mately save Bert from his self-de¬ 
structive tendencies. Graff’s script 
provides wonderful moments, but 
the first hour of the film plods 
along with too many characters 
introduced who are quickly 
dropped or reduced to window- 
dressing. By the time the film de¬ 
cides to focus on Vlad, Ellen, and 
Michael, the audience has gone 
down more than a few blind al¬ 
leys. 

Streep throat 

The adolescent performers are 
true to their characters’ intentions 


the novel, soar. 

To their credit, Jhabvala and 
Ivory retain the bilingual dialogue 
which was the source of much 
humor in the novel. And they ap¬ 
propriately convey the vague 
sense of danger in a foreign land 
which gives the story its edge. But 
the travails of the two American 
girls up against the French estab¬ 
lishment are skewed heavily to¬ 
ward the melodramatic and away 
from the comic. 

Cinematographer Pierre 
Lhomme photographs Paris 
splendidly, but that is hardly a dif¬ 
ficult task. Lhomme’s camera de¬ 
livers some wonderful portraits of 
quintessential French cuisine and 
fashion that define the haute 
monde the American sisters must 


master. But the most problematic 
element of the novel, the ending, 
has been expanded and amplified 
in an effort that might be£t be 
compared to gilding a dead lily. 
The final moments of Le Divorce 
are a blatant rip-off of Alan Ball’s 
American Beauty. But instead of 
that billowing plastic bag, Le Di¬ 
vorce allows the wind to carry a 
red Hermes handbag, containing 
a pistol, over the roofs of Paris. 
Say what? This sequence could 
only work as a Saturday Night Live 
parody. To add insult to injury, 
the lovely Leslie Caron plays the 
frivolous mother of Roxeanne’s 
philandering husband like a 
French prison matron, turned out 
in haute couture. I don’t know 
who had final cut on this picture, 
but it really doesn’t matter; the 
Merchant/Ivory Le Divorce is sim¬ 
ply not fixable. Quelle domage. T

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and thoroughly believable. Joan¬ 
na Chilcoat’s Ellen recalls the 
young Meryl Streep. And Daniel 
Letterle is perfectly cast as the 
film’s centerpiece. His Vlad is cat¬ 
nip for both boys and girls: one of 
those attractive, charismatic 
teenagers who can grab anyone’s 
attention by simply walking into 
a room. 

Tim Weil provides nice 
arrangements of some classic 
Broadway tunes. An extremely 
funny “Here’s to the Ladies Who 
Lunch” provides the set-up for a 
great Eve Harrington moment. 
And Weil turns Todd Rundgren’s 
“The Want of a Nail” into a de¬ 
lightful production number for 
the film’s finale. But the quality of 
the film’s musical numbers never 
reaches the level of Camp’s fa¬ 
mous progenitor, Fame. It is un¬ 
likely Camp will cross over to an 
adult audience, or that adults will 
buy and listen to the soundtrack. 

The film’s musical mediocrity 
and a script that’s heavily weight¬ 
ed in favor of a 12- to 17-year-old 
audience will limit the success of 
Camp. But I can’t imagine a bet¬ 
ter film for young gay, lesbian, or 
questioning youth. (And in the 
12-to-17 age group, what child 
isn’t questioning?) Open-minded 
and open-hearted, Camp is con¬ 
sistently politically correct with¬ 
out being heavy-handed. The film 
carries a message of tolerance, di¬ 
versity, and acceptance that 
should be welcomed by any par¬ 
ent who encourages their child to 
live an examined life. Camp is not 
only a film parents can take their 
children to see, it’s a film they 
should take them to see. ▼

The Secret Lives of Married Men 
by David Leddick; Alyson, $15.95 

n the recent film Far from Heav¬ 
en, Dennis Quaid portrays a 

1950s-era husband and father 
who is tormented by a secret: he’s 
gay. The film does an admirable 
job of showing how societal expec¬ 
tations of the period pushed some 
men into the roles of husband, fa¬ 
ther, and provider. Men like these, 
and others, are the subject of 
David Leddick’s new book, The Se¬ 
cret Lives of Married Men. In his in¬ 
troduction, Leddick states that the 
phenomenon of gay or bisexual 
men who marry women is “little 
understood or recognized in the 
gay community” (a point that cer¬ 
tainly seems debatable), and he of¬ 
fers his new book as an attempt to 
illuminate this lifestyle. 

Though Leddick readily admits 
that the book is not a scientifically 
rigorous sociological study, he nev¬ 
ertheless operates with a defined 
methodology: he attempts to bal¬ 
ance his pool of interview subjects 


In the first book, The Men from 
the Boys, Jeff’s gay family is alive 
and kicking, or so he thinks. At 
the heart of that family lies Jeff’s 
decade-old relationship with the 
crusty old activist Javitz, a charac¬ 
ter who clearly owes more than a 
little of his existence to a very ide¬ 
alized fictional cloning of what 
Mann imagines to be the best 
traits of the very irascible Larry 
Kramer. Javitz was Jeff’s first lover 
and, more importantly, his first 
real mentor and spiritual guide to 
the merry-go-round that is fast- 
lane gay life on the party circuit 
from Boston to Provincetown. 

Lloyd Griffith is Jeff’s lover of 
six years. The first book tracks 
Jeff’s desperate attempts to juggle 
his relationships with Javitz; 
Lloyd, a summer boyfriend; and a 
neurotic feline named Mr. 
Thompkins. Jeff receives a severe 
jolt when Lloyd declares simply, 
“Jeff, there’s no more passion.” 

Where the Boys Are kicks off on 
New Year’s Eve 1999, on a huge 
New York City dance floor, where 
the now-36-year-old Jeff is furi¬ 
ously bumping with his best 
friend, Henry. 

“Across the dance floor, some 
guy’s squirting Windex in his 
mouth. Henry [shakes] his head. 
‘The things some people will do 
for a fucking high. I mean, 
Windex —’ 

“‘Henry,’ I place my palms 
against his sweaty chest and press 
my face close to his. Eyes to eyes, 
nose to nose. ‘No talking on the 
dance floor.’”

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by age, economic standing, and ge¬ 
ography (he includes men from the 
US and around the world). He ac¬ 
knowledges, though, that the book 
falls short of being ideally repre¬ 
sentative because of difficulty in 
finding interview subjects from 
some demographic groups. He 
notes that there is only one African 
American subject in the book, and 
that subjects in the age range of 30 
and younger were in short supply. 

Leddick’s analysis of his mater¬ 
ial is restrained. He provides a title 
and a brief preface for each age 
group: “The Hidden Generation,” 
60 and Up; “The Confused Gener¬ 
ation,” 50 to 60; “The Out and 
About Generation,” 40 to 50; and 
“The Guilt-Free Generation,” 30 
to 40. He also includes a section of 
conclusions. For the most part, 
though, he concentrates on his 
subjects and their individual sto¬ 
ries. In his general introduction, 
Leddick writes that he’d expected 
to see patterns emerge from the 
case histories he gathered, but he 
admits that such “broad generali¬ 
ties” were simply not possible. The 
only real generalizations he pro¬

n old friend once confided 
to me in one of those emo¬ 
tionally naked moments 


that one is always embarrassed 
about after the fact, “Whatever 
you do in life, they’ll be some 
point at which you’ll dearly wish 
you’d done something else.” This 
little bit of homegrown wisdom 
kept nagging at me throughout 
the long night it took me to finish 
Where the Boys Are, the ambitious 


new novel from William J. Mann. 

If the title sounds a tad famil¬ 
iar, it’s because the book is a se¬ 
quel to Mann’s earlier saga about 
the tribulations of one Jeff 
O’Brien, a 30something freelance 
writer who tries to live up to the 
sometimes elusive promise of one 
of our newest cultural myths: that 
the family of friends you choose 
for yourself can wholly replace 
and in fact transcend the horribly 
flawed biological tribe you were 
born into. 
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vailing Zeitgeist of each age group, 
but within these groups he finds a 
wide array of life experiences. 

The book includes success sto¬ 
ries and inspirational examples, as 
well as heartbreaking tales of 
thwarted lives and unrealized 
dreams. In “The Hidden Genera¬ 
tion,” the author describes the 
men who felt the most pressure to 
subvert their true sexuality in 
order to claim their place in soci¬ 
ety. Many of these men remained 
close to their wives even after their 
formerly secret lives were re¬ 
vealed. But Leddick doesn’t focus 


exclusively on the husband-and- 
wife relationship. In one case, he 
describes the life of a gay son who 
grew up with a gay father. 

By presenting these real-life sto¬ 
ries and arranging them chrono¬ 
logically, Leddick provides a full 
portrait of the sexual freedom that 
emerged, albeit gradually and in 
different ways all over the world, 
over the last 50-60 years. Casting a 
hopeful eye to the future, he con¬ 
cludes that alternative family situ¬ 
ations will give gay men and les¬ 
bians increasing opportunity to re¬ 
define the nature of the family. ▼

Physical (1986). “It’s not just an 
individual asserting individuality 
through his work. The craftsman 
exists in a community.” 

It is a sustaining, receptive 
community by all accounts. “Peo¬ 
ple are not judgmental about who 
you are,” says Meyer. “I’m recog¬ 
nized as a gay artist.” 

“The American Craft Council 
has supported gay artists for 60 
years,” says ACC Executive Direc¬ 
tor Carmine Branagan. “I’m real¬ 
ly grateful to be working in an in¬ 
dustry with that sensibility.” 

Ancient forms 

Tattooed, bearded Meyer, 39, 
distributes his pieces from his 
bright, airy, four-story, 8th & 
Howard St. showplace loft he 
shares with his Abyssinian do¬ 
mestic feline companion, 
Napoleon. 

Meyer grew up with his child 
psychologist mom and accoun¬ 
tant dad in Metz, France, capital 
of Alsace Lorraine and birthplace 
of Gregorian chant. He attended 
archaeology workshops, observ¬ 
ing fossils and classic symbols. 
“My designs express my love of 
ancient civilizations,” he says. “As 
a child, I could escape from every¬ 
day life into images.” 

His sculptured utensils convey 
classic ideas from a diverse 
panoply of cultures and eras. His 


primitive human figures, repro¬ 
duced on flatware, stemware and 
candlesticks, derive from 8th-cen- 
tury BC Etruscan bronzes and 
communicate faint echoes of 
Greek kouros statuary as well. 

After high school, Meyer stud¬ 
ied metalsmithing and interior 
design at Paris’ Ecole des Beaux- 
arts, then networked, finding his 
way onto elite rag-trade Rolodex- 
es. He designed jewelry for fellow 
Ecole alumnus and bijouterie in¬ 
ventor Paco Rabanne, milliner 
Guy Laroche, cobbler Charles 
Jourdan, and preeminent Japan¬ 
ese couturier Hanae Mori, as well 
as his own line. He developed a 
high degree of marketing skills 
along the way. 

“The fashion industry opened 
doors for me,” he says. “It taught 
me about business. I learned by 
experience. No-one asks for a 
diploma in this business.” 

Moving to SF in ’93, he found 
a saturated, cut-throat market in 
ladies’ trinkets, and besides, 
“Women don’t dress,” he says. 
“But people do stay home and en¬ 
tertain.” 

Meyer stipulates that he favors 
the label designer, not artist. 
“When it’s pragmatic, commercial 
and I make a living at it, I’m a de¬ 
signer,” he says. “I see what people 
want and adapt to the market. I 
want it bought. It’s not only to 
please myself. I could be a starv¬ 
ing artist if I wanted to. But I 
don’t want to.” 

“There’s a big push to recog- 
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nize people working in craft 
media as artists, and to refer to 
their work as art, by people in all 
industry roles,” says Curator of 
Crafts and Decorative Arts 
Suzanne Baizerman of the Oak¬ 
land Museum of California. Pres¬ 
sure comes from artists to com¬ 
mand higher prices, and from col¬ 
lectors and gallery dealers for 
whom the work will have more 
value as art. 

“The severance of craft from 
art is a circumstance of industri¬ 
alized society. It induced the idea 
that there is a mental condition 
called ‘creativity,’ separate from 
knowledge of making things, 
leading to art without craft,” says 
Baizerman. Craft has struggled in 
relation to fine art ever since the 
ascendance of the individual artist 
above anonymous craftsmen dur¬ 
ing the Renaissance. 

Baizerman, who made wall 
hangings and pillows “before craft 
was tickling the edge of art,” leads 
a walking tour and awards pre¬ 
sentation at the ACC show on Fri¬ 
day, August 8, at 3 p.m. 

Leather goods 

A sampling of items you might 
ferret out at the ACC show: Did 
someone say leather? Laminated, 
glace kid, square-toed monk- 
strapped chukka boots. A plump, 
tribal, slashed calfskin, bucket¬ 
shaped shoulder-bag. An austere, 
tanned, embossed, saddle-stitched 
attache case. A custom-made, 
masculine, hand-cut deerskin 
bomber jacket with woven arm- 
bands, appliqueed inset lightning- 
bolt silk-screened on the yoke, 
textured gusset pleats and sten¬ 
ciled flannel lining by Holly Mer¬ 
ritt Leather in Santa Cruz.

“We’re 
fetishy about our collection,” says 
Van Amburg of his multihued, ex¬ 
otic animal skins.

“top” quality cuffs, King Neptune- 
style gauntlets and belts. 

A cloisonne-decorated enamel 
friendship ring inlaid with pearl, 
citrines, lapis lazuli, chalcedony 
and calibre-cut labradorite with 
rivulets of pave set aquamarines. 
Are you loving it? A rustic ve¬ 
neered settee of mahogany, birch, 
and white ash, inlaid with poplar, 
with jute webbing and vertical 
spindles. 

A set of delicate demitasse 
cups. A feathery, quilted, dip- 
dyed, hand-woven ikat-thread 
chemisette. A slinky, sheer, screen- 
printed metal-mesh knapsack, 
with the look of lingerie in a fab¬ 


ric tougher than nails. 

“The trend emerging at art 
schools is that young artists are 
promiscuous, they’re not tied to a 
particular media,” says ACC’s 
Branagan. “It’s a fusion of materi¬ 
als, sometimes metal, sometimes 
glass. People don’t think of them¬ 
selves as one thing.”

Dancing queen 

An irony of the new book is 
how much Jeff has regressed emo¬ 
tionally from where we left him at 
the close of the first. Using the 
money left him in Javitz’s will, Jeff 
does a full-submersion baptism 
back into a never-ending orgy of 
dance parties. Making clever use 
of the novel’s structural trick, that 
parts of it are narrated in turn by 
Jeff, Lloyd and Henry, Mann can 
be quite eloquent on the pain 


many of us experience surfing 
through contemporary gay cul¬ 
ture. Lloyd pines over why he and 
Jeff are drifting apart. 

“I do feel outside gay culture. 
The only reason I’m here in this 
cesspool tonight is because of Jeff. 
Where Jeff and so many others 
have dealt with their pain and 
grief by indulging in sex, drugs, 
and disco, I took the other route: I 
became celibate.” 

Lloyd’s celibacy is a slippery 
slope that leads us to the novel’s 
most ambitious and most prob¬ 
lematic character: Eva, a 50some- 
thing spitfire of a woman who is a 


fag-hag version of a Venus flytrap. 
Lloyd’s increasingly delusional 
partnership with Eva in co-man- 
aging a P-Town B8cB starts to sap 
our respect for him. It’s soon evi¬ 
dent that the needs of the plot re¬ 
quire Lloyd to stay with Eva long 
after most of us would have 
pulled the plug on the friendship 
and the business. 

Mann is at his best depicting 
Jeff’s attempts to emerge from his 
second childhood with the help of 
a fascinating supporting cast of 
younger men (Henry; Shane, the 
Windex guy; and the mysterious 
Anthony), all of whom are look¬ 
ing at Jeff to be their Javitz. An¬ 
thony inspires the book’s most 
daring riff on the links between 
sex, violence and the possibilities 
for redemption. 

Mann and his characters 
struggle with the attempt to re¬ 
place the gay, negative-Christian 
moral template with a secular, 
therapeutic model that’s one- 
third Freud, one-third Buddha, 
and one-third pop culture. The 
sacred, the profane, and the 
downright trivial are constantly 
colliding, and as a result, Jeff and 
Lloyd come off for most of the 
426-page ride as little more than 
self-righteous, self-absorbed 
prigs. 

The novel is often best-served 
by its silliest moments, as when 
Jeff declares his love for his tribe’s 
“maddening reverence for the su¬ 
perficial. Last summer, on Fire Is¬ 
land, I overheard a bunch of gay 
guys talking amongst themselves. 
‘Poor Kate Hepburn,’ one of them 
said. ‘She’s the next to go.’ It was 
completely endearing.” ▼

rolific queer producers and 
filmmakers Randy Barbato 
and Fenton Bailey are now 
throwing their hat into the ring of 
cable television’s latest docu-real- 
ity show, The AMC Project. The 
second episode of the series is en¬ 
titled The AMC Project: Gay Hol¬ 
lywood (August 11, 10 p.m., SF 
cable channel 49). Barbato/Bailey 
produce and Jeremy Simmons di¬ 
rects this exploration of the lives 
of five gay men as they try to 
“make it” in Hollywood. Merci¬ 
fully, their collective journey con¬ 
tains no Eve Harrington mo¬ 
ments, but as they struggle to 
make it from the bottom to the 
middle, there is no shortage of 
doubt and frustration. 

At first glance, the five men se¬ 
lected for the show seem to be a 
questionable lot. They all have is¬ 
sues. Only one of the men, Lance 
Black — a young filmmaker/ 
writer/producer — seems to have 
his feet on the ground and his head 
on his shoulders. The twentysome¬ 
thing Black is green, lacking con¬ 
nections and an extensive resume, 
but he seems perfectly grounded. 
Drag performer Micah McCain, 
who seeks to transcend the lip- 
synch hell of queer show-bars, is 
delightful as his drag alter ego,

its failure to delve more deeply 
into the huge Arab homosexual 
subculture. 

Romantic illusion 

During Casablanca's 50th an¬ 
niversary, co-screenwriter Julius 
Epstein confessed amazement at 
that most romantic movie’s stun¬ 
ning success. “There wasn’t a 
word of truth in the picture,” Ep¬ 
stein said. “I don’t know what 
would have happened if my 
brother and I hadn’t come up 
with ‘Round up the usual sus¬ 
pects’ for the ending.” 

Watching Ali Zaoua: Prince of 
the Streets, it’s astonishing how 
much the Epsteins did get right 
about the real Casablanca. Gone, 
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Bridgette of Madison County. Mc- 
Cain/Bridgette gets Judy Tenuda to 
mentor him and ends up as her 
opening act at The Comedy Store 
in Los Angeles. His funny stage per¬ 
sona may actually foreshadow suc¬ 
cess as a stand-up comic. 

Ho, ho, ho 

The other three men are par¬ 
ticularly loathsome and annoy¬ 
ing, each in his own special way. 
Pretty boy actor/model Robert 
Laughlin is upset that his career, 
after 10 years, is stuck in neutral. 
But, in truth, Laughlin isn’t too 
pretty, too smart, or too talented. 
These facts seem to elude him. 
Writer Benjamin Morgan is un¬ 
able to sell his spec scripts, possi¬ 
bly because his greatest concern 
seems to be hair and makeup. 
Morgan’s grooming obsession re¬ 
sults in a personal style that might 
best be categorized as “Santa 
Monica Boulevard painted ’ho.” 
And Eurasian filmmaker Allan 
Brocka is totally caught up in his 
own fabulousness. He becomes 
demanding, difficult to work 
with, and he imposes unrealistic 
expectations on everyone. Brocka 
is truly his own worst enemy. 

Does it help being gay in Hol¬ 
lywood? Is there a casting couch? 
What are these men really about, 
and what are they capable of ac¬ 
complishing in “the industry?” 


of course, is Rick’s Cafe and the 
use of an airport in Burbank; but 
otherwise, the city still rests solid¬ 
ly on an underground economy of 
drugs and fleshpots. In a fit of de¬ 
pression, Omar sleeps with Ali’s 
mother. Kouka’s spirits are 
buoyed by his fantasy of a love af¬ 
fair with a beautiful young girl, 
whose wallet he pinches to bury 
his friend. 

Director Ayouch reminds us 
that all boys dream. His film is an 
Arab slum version of The Danger¬ 
ous Lives of Altar Boys — only 
when American boys dream, 
they’re supported by an infra¬ 
structure of comic books, bossy 
nuns and soccer moms. Ali Zaoua 
is the dream sans the means. T 
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These are questions Gay Holly¬ 
wood raises and, appropriately, 
does not answer. All five gay male 
Hollywood aspirants seem to be 
trying to find themselves in a 
place that doesn’t really reward 
that process. They are buffeted by 
rejection, self-doubt, denial, delu¬ 
sions, and obsessive-compulsive 
behaviors that complicate their 
daily lives immeasurably. And al¬ 
though some of the subjects are 
not particularly compelling as 
human beings, their struggle still 
resonates. Gay Hollywood has 
some bumpy moments, but this 
second monthly episode of The 
AMC Project manages to be 
thought-provoking and entertain¬ 
ing. If nothing else, it makes you 
recall the cautionary lyrics of an 
old Burt Bacharach song that 
refers to Hollywood as a place 
where “all the stars that never 
were are parking cars and pump¬ 
ing gas.” T

Pianist Jean-Yves Thibaudet plays the complete works

ompleteness freaks may be 
the last hope of the record 
industry. “Everything” is 
seldom all it’s cracked up to be, 
but sometimes a complete works 
can bring perspective to a partic¬ 
ular body of music. Decca recent¬ 
ly followed up its fine The Magic 
of Satie CD, reviewed here many 
months ago, with Satie: The Com¬ 
plete Piano Music, a five-CD set 
that offers a complete, tirelessly 
enthralling insight into the turn- 
of-the-century French composer. 

The collector will thrill to 
know that, despite the claims of 
earlier sets, this is the first that is 
truly complete, thanks to recent 
research. Also, every piece is au¬ 
thenticated Satie. Yet the set not 
only puts the well-known, mostly 
early pieces in context; it also of¬ 
fers a huge feast of largely delec¬ 
table and never less than fascinat¬ 
ing music from a composer-pi¬ 
anist whose piano music fully rep¬ 
resents his music as a whole. Any¬ 
way, things just don’t get any gayer 
than the mix of Erik Satie and pi¬ 
anist Jean-Yves Thibaudet. 

One of the more refreshing 
musical presences on today’s 
scene, Thibaudet has released a 
number of French piano “com¬ 
pletes,” including Ravel and De¬ 


bussy, both worthy efforts some¬ 
what overshadowed by his sense 
of the “greatness” of the com¬ 
posers. The playing is oddly in¬ 
hibited for this exhibitionist, fun- 
loving musician. No such prob¬ 
lem here. No one would attribute 
“greatness” to Satie, whose music 
is too diffuse, miniaturist, and 
whimsical to sit with the gods. 
That said, realizing everything in 
Satie requires a fuller range of pi- 
anistic expression than, say, a 
Beethoven sonata cycle, and 
Thibaudet leaves no doubt that 
there’s nothing, technically, he 
caqnot do, and with panache. Bet¬ 
ter, he accords all the music equal 
respect by playing the (presum¬ 
ably red) socks off it. Much of it 
emerges, if not divinely inspired, 
simply divine. 

Yes, the music on the first CD, 
the Gymnopedies and Gnossienens, 
which makes up most of Magic, is 
the best, and finds Thibaudet at 
his finest. But the subsequent four 
CDs sustain interest and then 
some. 

Cult music 

It is illuminating, for example, 
on CD 2, to hear the music Satie 
wrote as a Rosicrucian, a phase 
that immediately preceded his es¬ 
tablishing The Metropolitan 
Church of Art of Jesus, Leader, a 
cult whose only member and 



(presumably after Jesus) leader he 
was. From its sanctuary, his shab¬ 
by, one-room apartment on the 
fringes of Paris, he issued edicts 
against people who vexed him, 
principally music critics. 

Slightly less interesting, yet 
compelling on its own terms, is 
the music he wrote as a student at 
the Schola Cantorum, where he 
repaired at 39 to learn how to 
compose music. (Earlier, he had 
responded to Debussy’s criticism 
that his music was formally weak 
by writing pieces in the shape of a 
pear.) Even they contain notably 
odd works, like the three Nou- 
velles pieces froides (“New Cold 
Pieces” — often, Satie’s titles are 
half the show). 

CD 3 brings the composer’s 
charming body of children’s 
music and the final works, includ¬ 
ing a haunting set of terse Noc¬ 
turnes and his final work, “Cine¬ 
ma,” an exuberant piece written 
for the Film interlude in a Rene 
Clair ballet. Its prodigal quotes of 
other music mix with hypnotical¬ 
ly repeated passages that presage 
today’s minimalist film music. It’s 
one of Thibaudet’s unalloyed tri¬ 
umphs, brimming with character, 
mystery, and mischief. 

But it is Satie’s popular cabaret 
music, the incidental music he 
composed for numerous enter¬ 
tainments, and his other music of 
sheer whimsy that provide much 
of the richness of this set. 
Thibaudet’s grasp of all the requi- 
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site idioms is arrestingly complete 
and natural, as mercurial as the 
music itself. 

The whimsical Oeuvres fantai- 
sistes on CD 4, composed between 
1910 and World War I, are only 
“serious” with respect to the out¬ 
rageous demands they make on 
the pianist, but they are so pi- 
quantly absurd in concept (stick 
around for the Sonatine hureau- 
cratique at the end) they provide 
high, outre entertainment. 
Thibaudet even proves a master 
rag-pianist with the set’s final item, 
the 1917 “Rag-Time Parade” from 
Satie’s full-length ballet, Parade. 

Which leaves Vexations. Satie’s 
characteristically weird instruc¬ 
tions are to play the theme and 


two variations — which are fa¬ 
mously as hard to read on the 
page as to play, and take complete 
concentration by the pianist — 
840 times in a row, having “pre¬ 
pared oneself beforehand, in the 
deepest silence, by serious immo¬ 
bilities.” 

Thibaudet’s 3 8c 1/2-minute 
twice-through isn’t, strictly speak¬ 
ing, vexing, but it is appropriately 
puzzling. Thanks to CD program¬ 
ming, true believers can now have 
the utterly complete Satie in the 
privacy of their homes (and pre¬ 
ferred forms of immobility). I’m 
on repetition 327 and alternately 
deep into Satie’s spelunking of 
ennui and enduring his vexation 
with critics. More later. ▼ 


David Daniels 
for all seasons 

His new CD'A Quiet 
Thing' is a summer release

P hough he has built his inter¬ 
national career as an operat¬ 
ic countertenor on the rare 
technical assurance and emotion¬ 
al truth he brings to the rapid col¬ 
oratura fireworks of Handel, Vi¬ 
valdi and other baroque com¬ 
posers, David Daniels is equally 
prized for the honeyed, round 
tones that distinguish his intro¬ 
verted, legato singing. Now the 
beauty of his instrument and 
depth of his interpretations can be 
appreciated on his latest CD, A 
Quiet Thing (Virgin Classics), 
whose 19 songs consistently es¬ 
chew showiness for intimacy. The 
openly gay Daniels, accompanied 
by handsome Australian guitarist 
Craig Ogden, assays a varied pro¬ 
gram ranging from contemporary 
American songs to classic Euro¬ 
pean fare. 

In a phone interview right 
after Daniels returned from the 
grueling Paris recording sessions 
of Berlioz’s Les Nuits d’Ete, he ex¬ 
plained the genesis of A Quiet 
Thing. 

“From the beginning of my ca¬ 
reer, I’ve tried to open up the 
doors of repertoire, broadening 
ideas as to what’s possible for the 
countertenor voice. I had already 
recorded Handel recitals, orato¬ 
rios, an opera, and a song recital 
with piano; I wanted to do some¬ 
thing different. 

“Originally, the disc was con¬ 
ceived to consist solely of Ameri¬ 
can songs, but we changed the 
idea because the Virgin label is 
based in Paris,” Daniels said. “The 
American songs I was passionate 
about were included, such as 
‘Shenandoah,’ which I like espe¬ 
cially well with guitar. 

“I wanted it to be a very inti¬ 
mate disc, accessible not only to 
fans of mine, but also to people 
who don’t necessarily come to 
opera and classical music. But it 
isn’t just a collection of easy-lis¬ 
tening classical songs; there’s sub¬ 
stance to it.” 

John Kander’s “A Quiet 
Thing,” which opens the recital, is 



an ideal vehicle for David’s hon¬ 
eyed tone. It also establishes the 
feeling of peace which deepens 
with the youthful freshness of 
Wilder’s gorgeous “Blackberry 
Winter” and Leonard Bernstein’s 
gentle “So Pretty.” 

To lyrics by Betty Comden and 
Adolph Green, the Bernstein con¬ 
sists of a dialogue between a child 
and his teacher. The child ques¬ 
tions the reasons we war against 
people far away, being told “they 
must die for peace, you under¬ 
stand.” “But they’re so pretty, so 
pretty,” responds the child. “I 
don’t understand.” 

Daniels chose the song before 
the Iraq invasion scenario unfold¬ 
ed. “I didn’t have a political sub¬ 
text in mind. I thought it was ap¬ 
propriate for the boyish, white 
quality the countertenor voice can 
bring.” 

High points 

Daniels next sings three Span¬ 
ish songs from the 15th and 16th 
centuries. The high tessitura of 
Francisco de la Torre’s “Pampano 
verde” benefits from the coun¬ 
tertenor’s soaring soulfulness; it 
also displays his perfect legato. 
Ogden’s guitar punctuates vocal 
phrases with an ideally artful 
smoothness. Daniels’ high note on 
Gabriel Mena’s “A la cara” is one 
to remember. 

After familiar works by Dow- 
land and Purcell, Daniels sings 
three gorgeous Bellini songs. I 
could have done without the trea¬ 
cle of Bernstein’s “A Simple Song,” 
and wish the Bach/Gounod “Ave 
Maria” were sung a half-step high¬ 
er, but the simple beauty of Foster’s

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The bad old days 

SF's gay and lesbian history through 1965

espite its title, Nan Alamilla 
Boyd’s Wide Open Town: A 
History of Queer San Francis¬ 
co to 1965 (University of California 
Press, $27.50) proves that life for 
gays, lesbians, bisexuals, and trans¬ 
genders in Baghdad-by-the-Bay was 
anything but free and easy during 
the period covered. The misleading 
title is just one of many problems 
with what, au fond, is a significant 
study of how we, as a community, 
got to where we are today. 

Using oral histories and tradi¬ 
tional scholarship, Boyd covers a 
broad range of topics: the vaude¬ 
ville roots of female imperson¬ 
ation; lesbian male drag; the links 
in San Francisco among tourism, 
prostitution and homosexuality; 
the emergence of pioneer ho- 
mophile groups like the Matta- 
chine Society and the Daughters 
of Bilitis (DOB); the importance 
of bar-based culture in gaining 
our civil rights; and the tensions 
between middle/upper-class gays 
and lesbians and their working- 
class counterparts. 

All of this should make fasci¬ 
nating reading. Unfortunately, 
Boyd’s narcolepsy-inducing 
prose; chapters that repeat, rather 
than summarize previously dis¬ 
cussed material; sloppy terminol¬ 
ogy (she seems to equate trans¬ 
vestites with transgenders); broad 
and conflicting generalizations; 
and an anachronistic use of 
“queer” make this tough going. 

For the determined student of 
our past, however, there are veins 
of rich information to be mined 
amidst the dreary verbiage. Among 
the most interesting are the differ¬ 
ent approaches towards achieving 
legal equality taken by homophile 
organizations and owners/patrons 


of gay and lesbian bars. 

In the early ’50s, Mattachine 
Society founder Harry Hay, a for¬ 
mer communist who believed that 
homosexuals had a unique culture 
that transcended class, was re¬ 
placed by Hal Call, who stressed 
the similarities between gays and 
straights. Like Phyllis Lyon and Del 
Martin, founders of the DOB, Call 
advocated an assimilationist ap¬ 
proach to gaining acceptance. He 
and his organization discouraged 
flamboyance, especially regarding 
male drag, and “inappropriate” 
public behavior. Boyd is not sym¬ 
pathetic to this philosophy, but ad¬ 
mits that the Mattachine Society 
was instrumental in getting Dr. 
Evelyn Hooker to undertake her 
ground-breaking study of gay and 
straight men, which ultimately re¬ 
sulted in the American Psychiatric 
Association’s determination that 
homosexuality was not a mental 
disorder, but a natural orientation 
— a major breakthrough. 

From a legal perspective, ho¬ 
mophile organizations stressed a 
right to privacy as a basis for de¬ 
criminalizing their lives. This ap¬ 
proach was finally vindicated by 
the recent Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion striking down Texas’ anti¬ 
sodomy laws. 

Assembly required 

Bar owners and their patrons 
fought the constant police harass¬ 
ment, closure, raids, and arrests by 
arguing that the Constitution’s free¬ 
dom of assembly applied to gays 
and lesbians. In 195 l’s Stoumen vs. 
Reilly, the California Supreme 
Court agreed. This crucial decision 
forced the police to use “illegal” be¬ 
havior — anything from same-sex 
dancing to kissing to holding hands 
to cross-dressing — as criteria for 
closing bars. Owners eventually 
prevailed against these tactics by fo¬ 


cusing on the 14th Amendment’s 
Equal Protection Clause. 

Boyd’s simplistic classification 
of bars as being primarily work¬ 
ing-class venues is challenged by 
some of her own sources, who 
point out that places like Gordon’s 
and Dolan’s catered to the “cuf¬ 
flink crowd.” Similarly, her asser¬ 
tion that homophile groups were 
middle/upper-class is contradict¬ 
ed by the initial members of the 
DOB, founded by four lesbian 
couples, two of whom self-identi¬ 
fied as working-class, and two of 
whom were professionals. 

Boyd documents how, under 
Mayor George Christopher in the 
’50s, a campaign to “clean up” San 
Francisco, coupled with the hor¬ 
rors of the repressive McCarthy 
era (which linked homosexuality 
to communism), caused the city’s 
gays and lesbians to suffer enor¬ 
mously. Eventually, under Mayor 
John F. Shelley (father of the pre¬ 
sent California Secretary of State) 
and with sympathetic stories in 
the San Francisco Chronicle, 
things improved. Organizations 
like the Society of Individual 
Rights (SIR), The Tavern Guild, 
and the Council on Religion and 
the Homosexual bridged the his¬ 
toric antagonism with the police. 
Soon, politicians like then-As- 
semblyman Willie L. Brown and 
then-Supervisorial candidate Di¬ 
anne Feinstein spoke at SIR meet¬ 
ings, seeking support from the 
burgeoning gay vote, then work¬ 
ing to expand our civil rights. 

Boyd gives Jos£ Sarria, the cel¬ 
ebrated drag star at the Black Cat, 
a popular gay bar in North Beach, 
full recognition for his early work 
in developing our sense of com¬ 
munity, and credits his running 
for Supervisor in ’61 as an openly 
gay man with tapping our politi¬ 
cal strength. His oral history,

“Beautiful Dreamer,” “Shenan¬ 
doah,” and Martini’s “Plaisir 
d’amour” provide a welcome con¬ 
clusion to a gorgeous disc. 

Daniels is quite forthcoming 
about what he considers the direct 
connection between his coming 
out and his ability to tap into the 
heart of the music he sings. “Being 
able to be comfortable with my 


gayness allows me to be much 
more in touch with the emotions 
of songs. If someone is uptight, I 
think the audience sees that in 
their performing.” 

Daniels was most recently 
heard here singing selections from 
Les Nuits d’Ete with the SF Sym¬ 
phony, in a Cal Performances 
Berkeley recital, and in a shining 
Handel’s Julius Caesar with SF 
Opera. 

He rejoins the Symphony next 
June, when Andrew Davis con¬ 


ducts him in Bach’s cantata “Ich 
Habe Genug.” Daniels returns to 
SFO in 2005 in David Alden’s up¬ 
dated production of Handel’s 
Rodelinda. He prefers modern to 
traditional stagings of baroque 
opera “because I feel I can get into 
the character more when it feels 
more real to me. 

“I’m one of the fortunate clas¬ 
sical singers who still has the op¬ 
portunity to do recordings these 
days,” he confessed. “I’m very 
lucky.” ▼
